Craziness over Common Core 

I can’t believe that 
members of the Man- 
chester Board of School 
Committee allowed them- 
selves to be hoodwinked 
into voting against the 
Common Core state 
standards. Understanding the logic of the 
Common Core is not rocket science. 

When No Child Left Behind became law, 
accountability was put into the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act of 1965. The 
reason that both Ted Kennedy and George 
W. Bush agreed on NCLB was that account- 
ability was something that Bobby Kennedy 
fought to have included in ESEA and Teddy 
saw this as fulfilling the dream of his broth- 
er. Ultimately, it didn’t work out as Teddy had 
hoped and he would become a vocal oppo- 
nent of NCLB. 

To address the accountability component 
of NCLB, all states needed to have some 
measure to determine how their students 
were doing. (New Hampshire was a pioneer 
with the New England Common Assessment 
Program). 

The state that finished at, or near, the top in 
students’ test scores was Tennessee. But when 
Tennessee students took the National Assess- 
ment of Education Progress test, they finished 
near the bottom. The conclusion was obvious. 
Tennessee made an easy test that made them 
look good. When compared to the rest of the 
country, the performance of Tennessee’s stu- 
dents was not so good. 

So, what was the logical thing to do? 
Should local districts, without sufficient 
expertise to make a test, be responsible for 
the tools that measure what students need 
to know and be able to do? Of course not! 
We are all Americans and sometimes New 
Hampshire kids moved to Tennessee and vice 
versa. So educators fi-om around the country 
(including New Hampshire), NOT the fed- 
eral government, crafted a far more logical 
approach than having 50 different states ask- 
ing 50 different things of their kids. 

To think that Manchester is going to craft 
higher standards on its own is a joke! If 
there’s any semblance of common sense, 
Manchester should use the Common Core 
as its baseline and make modifications fi-om 
there. While that could work, it would be 
highly disingenuous to boast that they reject- 
ed the Common Core. And what if they don’t 
do this? Remember the saying: it’s insane to 
keep doing what you’ve always done and 
expect different results. Manchester needs 
different results. 

I have my issues with the Common Core 
but, in large part, it is the right direction.

Our new name, NH Kids Count, 
memorably embodies our mission

“For the 
people Ray represented, he was 
more than an Exeeutive Couneil- 
or or County Commissioner — he 
was a member of the family.” 

Tension continues 

Nashua Mayor Donnalee 
Lozeau held a press eonferenee last 
week to address the poliee depart- 
ment’s investigation of her and her 
husband. The investigation, whieh 
stemmed from allegations of bid 
rigging, drug use and eorruption, 
ultimately resulted in no eriminal 
eharges, reports indieated. Lozeau 
has alleged the poliee department 
reopened the investigation in an 
attempt to bully her in negotiations 
between the eity and the poliee 
union, allegations Poliee Chief 
John Sensing has denied, aeeord- 
ing to reports.

Hop on the science train 

New Discovery Lab connecting kids to STEM education

The demand for workers trained in science, math and technology is 
only expected to grow. By 2020, the entire New Hampshire econo- 
my is projected to have an additional 730,710 Jobs, nearly 100,000 
of which are expected to be in STEM-related fields. In recent years, the University of New Hampshire has begun to see 
an increase in the percentage of graduates receiving bachelor’s degrees in engineering and physical science. 



The problem with seienee, math and 
teehnology is that the traditional elass- 
room setting doesn’t always allow students 
to make eonneetions between what they’re 
learning and their own lives. 

The new STEM (Seienee, Teehnology 
and Math) Diseovery Lab at the University 
of New Hampshire Manehester is eertainly 
not a traditional elassroom. 

“It’s just as mueh about the environment 
in the elassroom as it is the aetual aetivity 
that’s going to be used,” said UNH eduea- 
tion professor Lauren Provost, who teaehes 
a eourse at the Diseovery Lab. 

The effort to get students interested in 
STEM fields isn’t a new one. The eountry is 
laeking in this area. Just in New Hampshire 
alone, STEM fields are expeeted to grow by 
about 17 pereent between 2010 and 2020, 
while the entire slate of industry in New 
Hampshire will grow by about 10 pereent, 
aeeording to a state report released earlier 
this year. 

It’s an issue that has reaehed the Senate 
ehamber in Washington, D.C., where Sen. 
Jeanne Shaheen has been pushing for invest- 
ments in STEM edueation. Last month, 
she eited a grant reeeived by Pelham High 
Sehool’s roboties team as an example of the 
kinds of ineentives that push sehools and 
distriets to invest in STEM edueation. 

The lab, whieh opened this fall, ereates a 
hands-on learning eommunity where K-12 
students and teaehers ean engage in seienee, 
teehnology, engineering and mathematies 
and language arts through a researeh-based 
eurrieulum. The lab is part of the larger 
university system initiative to double the 
number of STEM graduates by 2025. Devel- 
opers have ereated STEM aetivities that 
foeus on a eulture that makes sense in a soei- 
etal framework. 

Eaeh week, fourth-graders from the 
Mill Falls Charter Sehool in Manehes- 
ter are learning about “worms in spaee,” in 
whieh students are eondueting experiments 
with worms and butterflies and eomparing 
their results to the NASA seientists’ find- 
ings. Fifth-graders from the Beeeh Street 
Sehool are working on video game devel- 
opment. About 50 kids from the Hillside 
Middle Sehool are examining the mathe- 
maties behind texting. Niek Soggu, founder 
and CEO of Silverteeh in Manehester, will 
be teaehing a new engineering program 
for high sehool students, and the lab is also 
hosting a program eentered on video game 
development for high sehoolers. 

“It helps form a eonneetion,” Provost 
said. “[Students see that]. This aetually 


matters to me.’” 

With Manehester in partieular, and New 
Hampshire as a whole, experieneing growth 
in teehnieal fields, the loeal eeonomy needs 
more workers who are trained in STEM areas. 
Businesses have seen the need, and they’re 
looking to beef up their supply of workers. 
Companies like Dyn and Silverteeh have tak- 
en an interest in edueation in the state and the 
eity. Tom Kuegler, CEO of Wasabi Ventures, 
a venture eapital firm and ineubator, is host- 
ing an entrepreneurial boot eamp in January 
in whieh high sehool students will work on 
developing teehnology ideas and ultimately 
turning them into businesses. 

STEM starts at home 

Somehow, Ameriean eulture developed 
an aeeeptanee — one that is unique to this 
eountry — that people are eomfortable 
admitting their mathematies shorteom- 
ings, said Susan D’Agostino, a professor of 
mathematies at Southern New Hampshire 
University. 

“Kids piek up on that, and that’s a prob- 
lem,” D’Agostino said. “Parents have to 
stop saying [they ean’t do math].” 

Getting kids more interested in seienee 
and math starts at home. There are plen- 
ty of opportunities for parents to engage 
their kids in math, seienee and teehnolo- 
gy. Take them to the Children’s Museum of 
New Hampshire, the SEE Seienee Center or 
the Museum of Seienee in Boston. Parents 
shouldn’t be afraid to try out aetivities where 


they feel a little uneomfortable with the sub- 
jeet matter. 

“If your ehild sees you’re willing to tol- 
erate being a little uneomfortable, but 
then sees you develop an understanding, 
that’s very satisfying,” D’Agostino said. 
Take advantage of kids’ interest in teehnol- 
ogy. Instead of just letting kids use the iPad 
to play video games, look into math and sei- 
enee applieations they ean experiment with, 
D’Agostino said. 

“It’s about euriosity and ereativity,” 
D’Agostino said. “Every parent has the right 
idea about that, and they’re more than happy 
to foster that euriosity and ereativity in ath- 
leties and the arts, but they need to bring it 
over to math and seienee too.” 

A different classroom culture 

In the elassroom, getting kids interest- 
ed takes a different approaeh. For one, 
elassroom eultures must eliminate gender 
rejeetions. Provost said students need role 
models who they ean identify with, whether 
that’s female students having female STEM 
role models or elassroom models that sup- 
port soeioeeonomie and ethnie diversity in 
STEM. 

“We need to show students that STEM 
eontent is aeeessible to everyone,” Provost 
said. 

One of the Diseovery Lab eourses is all 
elementary sehool girls. 

“That’s not eommon in STEM,” said Sar- 
ah Jaeobs, the operations manager in UNH 
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Manchester’s dean’s offiee. “It’s dynam- 
ie. It’s really fantastie. All these young girls 
are eurious and inquisitive, they’re raising 
their hands eonstantly. It’s not a eompetition. 
They’re just having a blast and they’re run- 
ning with it.” 

Mathematies is often taught, unintention- 
ally, in a way that works well for risk takers. 
For other students, that ean be intimidating, 
Provost said. 


“Students ean have anxiety toward math 
and seienee,” Provost said. “There is defi- 
nitely eulture of the elassroom that is foeused 
on testing and less on building a eommuni- 
ty of learners who ean be respeetful of eaeh 
other and build knowledge.” 

The idea behind the lab is to support and 
enhanee students’ edueation, not to replaee 
anything. Looking ahead, the vision for the 
lab is still being defined, Jaeobs said. A

Many pundits expeet a elose raee in the 
state’s 1st Congressional Distriet between 
ineumbent U.S. Rep. Carol-Shea-Porter 
and former eongressman Frank Guinta in 
2014 in what would be their third mateh- 
up. Aeeording to a RollCall.eom artiele 
last week, Shea-Porter is among the 
top 10 most vulnerable represen- 
tatives in the 2014 eleetion. 

“National Republiean 
operatives ehalk up Shea- 
Porter’s return to President 
Baraek Obama outperform- 
ing expeetations in the 1st 
Distriet,” the artiele read. 

“Loeal Republieans blame Frank Guinta 
a libertarian spoiler for her 
return.” 

With a strong grassroots network of sup- 
port, Shea-Porter has surprised pundits 
before, even in a distriet that leans Repub- 
lican. She’s also no stranger to rematehes. 
Shea-Porter first won eleetion to Congress 
by ehallenging and beating ineumbent 
eongressman Jeb Bradley. The next year, 
Bradley ehallenged her and she beat him 
again. 

In 2010, Shea-Porter was washed out 
of eongress just like so many other Dem- 
oerats, and it was Guinta on the 
winning end. But she turned the 
tables on him just two years 
later. 



Former gubernatorial ean- 
didate Karen Testerman 
was expeeted to formally 
kiek off her U.S. Senate eam- 
paign next week, aeeording Rep. Carol 
to WMUR Politieal Seoop. Shea-Porter 
Testerman would join Jim 
Rubens as the only offieial eandidates on 
the GOP side. 

Former eongressman Charlie Bass, who 
said last week he would not run for U.S. 
Senate in 2014, told the Union Leader last 



week that he told former Massaehusetts 
Sen. Scott Brown to eonsider running. 
Brown hasn’t ruled out running and has 
visited the state several times this year. 

Demoerat Latha Mangipudi won a 
speeial eleetion in Nashua last week to 
beeome the eity’s Ward 8 state representa- 
tive. She defeated former House majority 
leader Peter Silva. 

The state GOP reeently 
hired Matt Mowers, a former 
staffer for New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie’s reeleetion 
eampaign, as exeeutive diree- 
tor, and Bobby Collins as its 
state field direetor. Collins pre- 
viously worked as field direetor for 
Virginia’s GOP. 

U.S. Sen. Kelly Ayotte, a member of 
the Senate Homeland Seeurity and Gov- 
ernmental Affairs Committee, ealled for 
an investigation into reported abuses at the 
Department of Homeland Seeurity’s over- 
time pay system that allegedly resulted in 
millions of dollars in improper payments. 
A report by the Offiee of Speeial Coun- 
sel indieated some employees had been 
padding their pay by elaiming unearned 
overtime pay. 

U.S. Sen. Jeanne Shaheen 

told a erowd of business lead- 
ers last week Washington’s 
top priority should be finding 
ways to grow the eeono- 
my and ereate jobs. Shaheen 
spoke at a New Hampshire 
Business and Industry Assoeia- 
tion luneheon. 

Shaheen and Ayotte ealled on the Obama 
administration to release federal heating 
aid funds. The two lawmakers, as part of 
a bipartisan group of 40 senators, sent a 
letter to U.S. Health and Human Servie- 
es pushing for the release of Low Ineome 
Home Energy Assistanee Program funds.

Down to business 

Fresh off election victory, Manchester mayor talks priorities 

While it was much closer than previous elections, Manchester Mayor Ted Gatsas was reelect- 
ed last week and is set to begin his third term presidingoverthe Queen City. Alderman Patrick 
Arnold put together a strong campaign and ultimately garnered 46 percent of the vote to 
Gatsas’s 52 percent. Gatsas took a few minutes last week to reflect on the election, his time 
in office and his plans for the city. 


So you won. What do you think? 

Q I look forward to the next two 
" years. It’s going to be a very dif- 
0 fieult budget proeess. ... We’re 
starting that next week. Certain- 
ly, trying to make sure we eontinue the good 
serviees that we offer the people of Manehes- 
ter and keep in mind the taxpayers. ... We’re 
going to hopefully try to involve aldermen in 
the mayor’s portion of the budget so that we 
ean all get a eommon understanding. 

When you look at the city finances, are 
there problem areas? 

It looks like the tax eap will be 2 pereent. 
Some of the major problems, from an infra- 
strueture point of view, are the streets. ... The 
streets need some help and we’re not getting 
a lot of that from Coneord, so we’ve got to 
find a way to do something. 

In this budget, what needs to happen as 
far as education? 

I’ve been working with the superintendent. 


and they’re going to be working on a budget 
to present to the sehool board on short order 
to see where they’re at and to see what their 
needs are.... There’s no seeret that the teaeh- 
ers are still out of eontraet, and we’ve got to 
make sure ... we get them into a eontraet. 

What needs to happen on [the public safe- 
ty] front? 

I think the visibility of poliee offieers in 
neighborhoods is what people are wanting. ... 
Certainly, offieers used to walk those beats. 
I’m not so sure that’s the best use of personnel 
today. ... Just to go out and say let’s get grants 
and put poliee offieers on is a wonderful thing 
to say, but if you don’t pay for them this year, 
then you’re going to have to pay for them in 
three years. ... I’d rather find a way to fund 
them this year with budget dollars ... so we’re 
not talking about what we do in three years.

Trouble at Hogwarts 

The University of New Hampshire received a “cease and desist” 
letter from Warner Brothers regarding a new online course centered 
around the Harry Potter books. The two-week class is geared toward 
young learners, grades 4 to 8, and occurs during the summer months. 
It focuses on grammar and literature but uses Harry Potter books as 
teaching materials. The letter was sent, according to nhpr.org, because 
Warner Brothers was concerned people would think the company 
sponsored the course.

Celtics underway! 


The NBA season 
arrived under the e ov- 
er of darkness a few 
weeks baek. Well, it 
was more like a lunar 
eelipse, where the glare 
of the about-to-be world 
ehampion Red Sox spotlight soaked up 
the attention of almost everyone but the 
extreme hopheads. So it eame in with a 
whimper. 

Thanks to the massive re- shaping under- 
way on your Boston Celties, there wasn’t a 
lot of antieipation out there, making it a lot 
like last spring with the Red Sox. But the 
differenee is that in basketball a big, some- 
times a HUGE, deal is almost always made 
over who the next big thing will be at the 
beginning of every season. So instead of 
the indifferenee the Red Sox met with, a 
great many in Celties Nation were ehatter- 
ing about tanking the season before it even 
started to get into the 2014 lottery beeause 
the pundits say it’s awash with franehise- 
ehanging talent, even though they have no 
elue how good Andrew Wiggins, Jabari 
Parker and Julius Randle aetually are. 

I’m not one of them, however, for two 
reasons. First, beeause tanking builds bad 
habits and saps eompetitiveness from play- 
ers and you don’t want to nurture that in 
young players. Seeond, I’ve seen enough 
players over the years to know that some 
don’t live up to expeetations. Beeause like 
with Muhammad Shabazz (or is it Sha- 
bazz Muhammad, I ean never remember) 
last year, ability ean be misealeulated, or 
like with the objeet of their affeetion the 
last time they tanked (Greg Oden), injury 
ean prevent what eould have been. So I say 
let the ehips fall where they may, and here 
are some thoughts on the ehips in question: 

Should They Trade Rondo? If I eould 
get two of the top five pieks in THIS draft 
I might, but that’s unlikely. The last to try 
that was the Bulls in 1999 when they gave 
up Elton Brand, who’d been first over- 
all two years earlier. They took Tyson 
Chandler, who took 10 years to turn into 
something good, and Eddie Curry, who 
literally and figuratively was a gigantie 
bust. Maybe if they got an NBA version 
of the Herschel Walker deal — two very 
good starters, ineluding a big and a first- 
round piek. But, given he was rated just 
the NBA’s 27th-best player in a reeent 
Sports Illustrated poll, I doubt he’d eom- 
mand that. Beyond that, it’s no, mainly 
beeause I don’t agree with the poll. He’s 
a top 10 player whose impaet on winning 
has been far greater than that of ANY other 
point guard exeept Tony Parker. They’re 
viewed as more “eomplete” beeause 
they’re better shooters and I think a point 


guard should be judged on how much bet- 
ter he makes players around him. Rondo’s 
the best at that. 

The Yearns Mission: It should be deter- 
mining who the core will be going forward, 
and playing time should go accordingly 

— (1) to people who are part of the core 
for sure, which are Rondo, Jared Sull- 
inger and Kelly Olynyk; (2) to people 
who could be part of your core but you 
still need to find out more about, which 
includes two guys needing to show con- 
sistency, Avery Bradley and Jeff Green, 
probably Phil Pressy, and perhaps Mar- 
shon Brooks, who I’m curious about but 
the coach doesn’t appear sold on; (3) trade 
showcasing , which includes Brandon 
Bass, Courtney Lee, Kris Humphries 
and Gerald Wallace, who I admit I love 
coming off the bench. 

Jeff Green: I have no doubt he has 
skills. He can shoot, take it to the rack on 
anyone, fill the lane, rebound a little, is 
versatile and a willing passer and, god love 
him, he makes his free throws. BUT he can 
be so maddeningly passive at times. Unless 
that changes, he’s at best a third-best play- 
er and second scoring option on a good 
team, which means Danny’s job is to find a 
star that he can fall behind and do his thing. 

Avery Bradley: Here’s my first “Earth to 
Brad” moment. Avery Bradley is NOT and 
NEVER will be a point guard. You know 
how I know? Because while he’s a far, far 
better player, he’s the only guy I’ve seen in 
the NBA who has ever reminded me of me 
back in the day. It is a position of instinct 
and comfort with the ball, neither of which 
he has or I had. So I feel his pain. He’s a 
gnat who’s best at annoying people defen- 
sively and playing off the ball, drifting to 
dead spots for jumpers, cutting to the bas- 
ket and slashing on offense. The only time 
he’s been asked to do only that was spring 
of 20 1 1 when he was very good until his 
shoulder gave out in the playoffs. Put him 
there and forgettaboutit, and if he doesn’t 
flourish, he goes to the trade list. 

What They Need: Danny has been 
strangely silent since the Brooklyn trade. 
So I hope he’s plotting to get, in either a 
trade or next year’s draft, (1) a guy who 
plays defense in the middle like Kev- 
in Garnett did after moving to center 

— agile, quick, with good range and tough 

— two NBA types fitting that description 
are Chandler, who’s too old, and Chicago’s 
Joakim Noah, who I’d give up a boatload 
for; (2) a go-to-scoring wing player who 
WANTS the ball in the big moment; (3) a 
vicious rebounder to team with Olynyk at 
4 or 5 and it would be nice if it came in the 
same player as No. 1 ; and (4) A third guard 
who can play off the ball with Rondo and 


Sports Glossary 

First Overall NBA Winners: The 
draft started in 1947, but didn’t give 
first overall win a title until Oscar 
Roberston in 1971,11 years after 
he was drafted in 1960. But while he 
was the first picked to win, he didn’t 
win the first title among number ones 
— that was the 1966 top pick, Cazzie 
Russell, who did it with the Knicks 
in 1970. And the Big O actually tied 
another first overall, as he won with 
Kareem Abdul Jabbar, who was a 
whole different person when he was 
taken in 1969 as Lew Alcindor. Mak- 
ing it more confusing is that Elvin 
Hayes, taken first overall a year before 
Alcindor in 1968, also won a title, but 
that came 10 years later in 1978. The 
Big E was drafted by the San Diego 
Rockets before they moved to Hous- 
ton, but won with the Bullets, who’ve 
been called Baltimore, Washington and 
the Capital Bullets, though I’m not sure 
who they were in ’78. That was some 
years before they became the Wiz- 
ards of Washington — not that they’ve 
played like wizards there, that’s just 
their name. All told, only 13 of 66 first 
overalls have won a title and a couple, 
like Mycbal Thompson with L.A. and 
Bill Walton in Boston, were key bench 
players, not stars, though Big Bill was 
THE star when Portland won in 1977. 

Andrew Wiggins: The No. 1 pros- 
pect in the country. A 6’ 8” wing player, 
who’ll do his time (one year in college) 
playing at Kansas. His father, Mitchell, 
played against Larry Bird and the Cs 
in the ’81 NBA Finals with the Rock- 
ets after they moved out of San Diego 
for Houston. 

Jabbari Parker: The No. 2 pros- 
pect. He’s from Chicago and has a 
longer Wikipedia entry than Teddy 
Roosevelt. Also a 6 ’8” wing player, 
who went to the same high school as 
Derrick Rose and will do his time at 
Duke. His father. Sonny, was a decent 
player with the Warriors in the ’70s. 

Julius Randle: In the top five pros- 
pects. A 6’ 9” power player doing his 
time at the Kentucky basketball facto- 
ry. No relation to Julius Erving, but 
the doctah says he can play.

Y ou hear the drum beat first, then the 
bass and, finally, the guitar kicks 
in. You step to the microphone. The 
crowd is on its feet. The spotlight is on 
you. It’s karaoke night, and you’re the star. 

“It’s a chance for a little showmanship, 
some performance,” said John Zahr, a local 
karaoke aficionado. “And I’m not going to 
tell you that I’m one who hates attention.” 

It’s also a chance for patrons to hear their 
friends and complete strangers step up, 
good singing voice or not, and throw their 
inhibitions aside. 

“Not everyone wants to sing, but they 
love to come see what is going to happen,” 
said DJ Scott Roth, of The Edge Karaoke 
in Hillsboro. 

Roth said he always enjoys being sur- 
prised by someone with an unexpectedly 
great voice. 

“There are times when you’re totally 
floored,” Roth said. “I think a lot of peo- 
ple come to karaoke just to see that all-of-a 
sudden, ‘Wow,’ moment.” 


For bars and restaurants, karaoke is a 
fiin, less-expensive type of entertainment 
that lets patrons have some interactive 
fim. Roth said hiring a D J to put on a night 
of karaoke is much cheaper than hiring 
a band, but it can still be a major draw. 
Many establishments have turned to kara- 
oke for mid-week entertainment. Fody’s 
Great American Tavern in Nashua hosts 
karaoke every Tuesday night, while Theo’s 
Pizza Restaurant in Manchester has it on 
Wednesday evenings. Plenty of establish- 
ments host karaoke on weekend nights as 
well. New Wa Toy in Manchester has it on 
Thursday and Saturdays, and the Daniel 
Street Tavern has karaoke Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday nights. 

“There’s definitely an art to choosing 
a song,” Zahr said. “I think a big part of 
karaoke is pleasing the crowd. ... I’ve spent 
many hours perusing those giant binders 
[of songs], looking for something that’s off 
their radar, something they might like but 
not hear all the time.” 

Zahr does have some tried and true 
stalwarts he falls back on: Billy Joel’s 
“We Didn’t Start the Fire,” Paul Simon’s 
“You Can Call Me Al” and, if it’s a slow- 
er crowd.

T esting your skills at pub trivia, it seems, 
is far more rewarding than muttering 
the answers to yourself while watching 
Jeopardy. Pub trivia is local, it’s regular, 
you can do it with friends, and best of all, if 
you’re good enough, you can rake in some 
serious (gift card) dough. 

Plus, if you attend events like the one DJ 
Sean O’Brien regularly hosts at the British 
Beer Co. on Tuesday nights, you can par- 
ticipate in challenges that may or may not 
include games like Operation and Hungry 
Hungry Hippos. (We have a particular bias 
for the latter.) 

O’Brien has been hosting pub trivia across 
southern New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
for 15 years now (he owns his own DJ/triv- 
ia/event company called Sam Productions), 
yet, he said, he’s never seen such enthusias- 
tic teams. 

“I think it’s become a little more compet- 
itive over the years. They’re more serious 
about winning,” O’Brien said. He’s been 
seeing more regulars at the weekly Tuesday 
trivia night at the British Beer Co., especial- 


ly with the restaurant’s deals and promotions 
the night of 

Part of it, he said, has to do with the nature 
of trivia. It’s a way to go out with your fiiends 
if you’re not into the club or live music scene. 
It doesn’t hurt that in his trivia, you get to 
play old-school toy games in front of a large, 
lively audience. 

O’Brien’s system is kind of like a mix 
between Family Feud and Family Double 
Dare. He asks 60 questions per night. The 
first round of 20 questions are True/False. 
The second batch are short answer and the 
last 20 are multiple choice. After each round, 
the two top-scoring teams compete in a phys- 
ical challenge — i.e., a children’s board game 
— for the prize. The only thing missing from 
this epic night of trivia, he joked, is the Nick- 
elodeon slime. 

“We’re not that high tech yet,” he said. 

The idea to incorporate these kids’ games, 
he said, stemmed from his 8-year-old son’s 
toys. 

“I’d find that after playing with him, 
me and my girlfriend would still play [the 
games] after he went to bed,” he said. “It’s 
silly and fun. . . . And it’s a riot, especially, 
when you’re playing these old games in a

“I would say I’m very self-aware of 
my laek of talent in singing, but at the 
same time, I take it seriously in terms of 
performing and being an entertainer,” 
Zahr said. 

For karaoke to be sueeessful, a few 
key ingredients are needed: a variety of 
musie, quality equipment, aleohol and a 
good host. Trends vary as far as type of 
musie. Roth said at some plaees he ean do 
eountry musie all night long. In the Man- 
ehester, Nashua and Coneord streteh, 
hip-hop and pop are more popular. 

DJ Bobby Freedom said he’s more of a 
elassie roek fan himself, but on karaoke 
nights, it’s not about him, it’s about the 
singers. He knows that, with his erowds, 
he has to have popular eountry singers 
like Erie Chureh lined up and ready to 

go- 


“We get a good mix,” Roth said. 
“We’re always ehallenging people to try 
something they haven’t tried before. I 
want to ehallenge them ... to see what’s 
in their range.” 

While patrons might use a little liq- 
uid eourage before they take the mike, 
Roth said plenty of people take it very 
seriously. 

“We love to see that shy person take 
the mierophone,” Roth said. “It’s always 
a lot of fun to see that.” 

Roth said he sees new faees at his kara- 
oke nights, but he also has regulars. They 
relish the ehanee to show off their voie- 
es. Some have great voiees, others not 
so mueh, but they still love to sing, Roth 
said. 

And then, “There are people who 
there’s not enough aleohol in New Hamp- 
shire to get them behind a mierophone,”

14 on,” he said. 

For this kind of trivia, he said, you can’t 
study. You can’t really prepare, either, even 
if you do organize your team to include one 
sports expert, one history expert, one arts/ 
entertainment expert and one person who 
keeps up on current events, he said. The 
questions he asks are too random. 

“Though usually, everyone knows 
between 14 and 16 of the 20 answers,” he 
said. ‘T take questions from old board games, 
children’s games or Trivial Pursuit-style 
games,” he said. ‘T host very bizarre trivia, 
useless knowledge that you’ll never need to 
know. ... I don’t think you can study for the 
way I do trivia. Everyone is at the same fiin 
disadvantage,” he said. (During the Hallow- 
een season, the most stumping question, he 
said, was a true/false about George Washing- 
ton’s teeth. They were not, as many people 
think, made from, wood; they actually came 
from the mouths of corpses.) 

Trivia night at the Shaskeen Pub draws 
crowds too. They also hire a profession- 
al trivia master, said bartender Neal Brown, 
which he says makes a big difference in the 
flow of the night. Everything is set, ready to 
go, he said. Bartenders and waitresses only 


have to think about serving, which is good, 
he said. 

‘T usually have to bring in extra staff, an 
extra server or bartender, during trivia. It gets 
really busy,” he said. 

“There are all kinds of topics. Entertain- 
ment, science, sports. It’s a good mix. It’s 
never biased toward one genre,” Brown 
said. “There’s a good camaraderie between 
the teams. Though some people take it real- 
ly seriously.” 

Manchester residents John Rumfelt and 
his wife, Rebecca, are Shaskeen regulars. At 
the Shaskeen, he said, it doesn’t hurt having a 
team with a wide range of expertise. 

“Everyone on our team knows something 
about something. My wife is an expert on 
music. We have one guy good on sports. We 
have one guy who’s good at knowing what 
was on TV last night,” Rumfelt said. 

But it seems that at most places, it’s a night 
of good fun. Jonathan Emmons, who hosts 
trivia at the Barley House on Wednesday 
nights, said that most people are just coming 
in to relax after work. 

“It’s pretty popular. You don’t necessarily 
see the same people that you see on week- 
ends,” Emmons said.

SMOKING LOUNGE CULTURE 

From cigars to hookahs, a social club atmosphere

W ander into a New Hampshire 
smoking lounge and you’ll find 
eraft beer, 18-year-old seoteh, 
DJs spinning funk and eleetroni- 
ea, eommunal hookah pipes, eomfortable 
ehairs and a wide range of fine eigars. 
What’s you won’t see is that eliehe of 
stogie eulture, the smoke-filled room. 

Sophistieated air exehange systems 
are the rule, sometimes to the eonsterna- 
tion of eigar lovers. 

“Our system totally replae- 
es the air every 3.2 minutes,” said 
Miehelle Beaumont, manager of 
O’Shea’s Irish Tavern & Cigar 
Bar in Nashua. “Some guys eom- 
plain, ‘I’m trying to blow smoke 
rings and ean’t do it.’ But wom- 
en eome in and eompliment us on 
how elean it is.” 

Beaumont and her hus- 
band also own Karma Cigar 
& Hookah Lounge on Elm 
Street in Manehester, whieh 
they opened shortly after eigar stores 
were granted an exemption from the 
2007 Indoor Smoking Aet by the New 
Hampshire state legislature. The 
bipartisan 2009 bill allows plae- 
es like Karma to sell spirits, 
wine and beer, provided 
aleohol revenue gen- 
erates less than 40 
pereent of total 
business. 

The ban 
against eiga- 
rette smoking 
inside estab- 
lishments 
eontinued. 

But with eigar 
and hookah 
afieionados 
now having a 
new soeial des- 
tination, owners 
began to inno- 
vate. O’Shea’s 
opened a year 
after Karma; 
in addition to 
a mueh larger 
walk-in humi- 
dor — 1,000 
square feet 
— from the 
outset live 
musie was 
in the mix. 


Blues performer Alan Roux is a regu- 
lar guest in the spaeious room, whieh 
offers no-eover shows on Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

Karma also offers live musie Friday 
and Saturday, and regular Thursday night 
Teleportation Sessions with John Midas 
Manning. The EDM veteran is joined by 
a live musieian, usually a drummer, to 
ereate funk, ambient and what Manning 
terms “jamtroniea” musie, as eustomers 
puff on flavored tobaeeo or eigars. 

A traditional eigar lounge atmosphere 
is the rule at Castro’s Baek Room, 
with loeations in Nashua, Coneord 
and Manehester. Eaeh sports bar- 
ber ehairs for eustomers to wateh 
big flat-sereen televisions and 
smoke eigars. Castro’s esehews 
hookahs, instead offering one 
of the largest seleetions of 
eigars in the area. Along with 
the usual top-shelf 
stieks stoeked floor to 
eeiling in the massive 
walk-in humidor — 
Ashton, Fuente, La Flor 
Dominieana and My Father 
— are hard-to-find brands 
like One Shot One Kill. 

The Manehester loeation 
was reeently remodeled with 
a swank bar installed in the rear. 
Now the baek room of Castro’s 
offers a growing seleetion of 
eraft beer, mixed drinks and 
wine. Customers are required 
to purehase at least one eigar 
before imbibing. Frequent 
manufaeturer events 
— Niearaguan mak- 
er Tarazona stopped 
by reeently — provide 
pairing opportunities 
along with the ehanee 
to sample new offerings. 
Flowin’ Smoke in 
Bedford also has a full bar, 
selling plenty of seoteh, bot- 
tled eraft beer and eoektails. 
“We have tasting events one 
or two times a month,” said 
manager Wayne Asbury. 

The plaee has a elas- 
sie feel, with lots of big 
leather ehairs and blue- 
ehip brands like Ashton 
and Fuente the top 
sellers. 

Radloff’s Cigar 
Shop and On The Rox 
Lounge in Roehes- 
ter offers a broad mix

Hookah bars often take a novel 
approaeh. Crazy Camel Hookah & Cigar 
Lounge in Manehester offers belly dane- 
ers most nights along with DJ musie. 
There’s a full bar with bottled beer, but a 
small eigar seleetion. Karma has more to 
ehoose from eigar-wise, but the foeus is 
on eommunal smoking — “Ten dollars a 
hose,” reads the menu. An in-house belly 
daneer named Kavina performs oeea- 
sionally; her next appearanee is Nov. 16. 

“The response to hookahs is surpris- 
ing,” sand Miehelle Beaumont. “Older 
elientele who have no idea of what it is 
or have a stigma, the wrong idea, eome 
in and love it. They’ll bring their wives 
baek and they’ll have something to enjoy 


while they’re having a eigar. A lot of peo- 
ple who don’t know it, as soon as they try 
it they’re a fan.” 

Twins Smoke Shop also offers a full 
bar, and every Saturday is Ladies Night, 
with liquor and eigar diseounts geared to 
newly minted smokers. The Londonder- 
ry store, opened in 1997 at the end of the 
eigar boom, offers musie most Friday 
nights and oeeasionally sponsors a big 
event like a barbeeue festival in 2011 
that ineluded a performanee by J. Geils. 
The seeond Twins in Hooksett is a more 
traditional retail store. 

Tasty Tobaeeo Shop reeently opened 
in Milford, sporting an elegant bar offer- 
ing beer, wine, mixed drinks and an 
impressive eigar seleetion. Two Guys 
Smoke Shop has a seleetion that rivals 
any in the state. Loeations in Salem, 
Nashua and Seabrook provide eom- 
fortable ehairs for smoking. Federal 
Cigar operates four shops offering well- 
appointed members-only rooms with 
private loekers for stowing smokes. 

In Pelham, Carlo Rose Cigar Bar & 
Lounge is an upseale destination with a 
full bar and musie events like the reeent 
hip-hop night, aeoustie performers and 
an emphasis on hookah events. 

Holy Smokes is a relaxing plaee to 
smoke and ehat; though it doesn’t offer 
live musie or bar serviee, there are big 
televisions and eomfortable ehairs, and 
eustomers ean bring their own spirits. A 
first-rate eigar seleetion ineludes unique 
ehoiees like Don Benigno, a boutique 
brand from Costa Riea. 

“Every plaee tries to distinguish itself 
with something speeial,” said Holy 
Smokes CEO Shane Mareotte.

Who’s the king? 

Monty Python’s Spamalot comes to Concord

If you heard loud, cackling laughter 
in Concord last Wednesday night, it was 
probably the Community Players of Con- 
cord rehearsing for their latest show, Monty 
Python s Spamalot. 

It’s so funny, so ridiculous, that Direc- 
tor Doug Schwarz wasted no time when the 
rights for the show became available for 
community theater productions. 

“We got the rights within days of when 
they were available,” Schwarz said dur- 
ing rehearsal at the Players’ Studio. “When 
I saw the show live, I not only liked it, 
but it struck me immediately that it was a 
show within our grasp. I knew it would be 
a challenge, but we’ve done challenging 


productions before, like Titanic, The Full 
Monty.'" 

He also knew this show would attract 
a whole slew of audience members who 
normally wouldn’t see productions by the 
Community Players of Concord. 

So far, it seems he was right: Eighty- 
seven people came to try out last August, 
which is the largest turnout for any audi- 
tion in the history of the Players. Already, 
seats are filling up for the Players’ Nov. 22 
premiere. 

“This is the best cast I’ve ever seen 
here,” Schwarz said. “We were able to pick 
from the cream of the crop. ... All of the 
dancers [the ‘Laker Girls’] you see tried out 
for the Lady of the Lake, the female lead. 
Any one of them would have been great. 
But they were all willing to stay in the cho- 


rus,” Schwarz said. “That isn’t always the 
case in community theater.” 

Granted, the Players are banking on fill- 
ing seats come Nov. 22. They’re holding 
nothing back in constructing this over-the- 
top, elaborate performance, with a cast of 
30, an assortment of costume changes and 
a collection of towering sets, including a 
castle, a couple of trees, a really long set 
of legs and a giant wooden rabbit. They’ve 
been building these sets since May. 

“I’ve never seen so much energy from a 
cast,” said Betty Thomson, who’s 87 and 
has been involved with the Community 
Players of Concord for years. “They give 
a performance every time, every rehears- 
al. That’s the secret. And they have a ball.” 

Sarah Souter, who plays Lady of the 
Lake, thinks audiences will be impressed at 
the commitment of Spamalot actors. 

“They believe in what they’re doing,” 
she said. “It’s fun, and it’s different.” Plus, 
she said, you don’t need to know anything 
about Monty Python and the Holy Grail in 
order to appreciate Monty Python s Spama- 
lot. Or, it seems, to act in it — she admitted 
she had yet to see the film. 

The show, which won three Tony 
awards in 2005, including Best Musical, 
is a “campy, irreverent” parody of the sto- 
ry about King Arthur and his Knights of 
the Round Table. It follows them on their 
quest to find the Holy Grail, which, at first, 
they think is a metaphor. (This leads the 
actors into an epic number called “Find 
Your Grail” with a chorus, kicklines and 
tap dancing.) 

The silliness is embedded within the 
musical’s song lyrics (so pay attention!) and 
in the fact that the characters know they’re

in a play. Lady of the Lake, for instance, 
breaks out “What Ever Happened to My 
Part?” halfway through Act II in anger at 
her lack of stage time. 

Laughter at rehearsals, then, is inevi- 
table. Every role is a comedic one, said 
Matt McGonagle, who plays King Arthur. 
(One player who, understandably, wished 
to remain anonymous said she’d laughed 
so hard at rehearsals once that she peed her 
pants.) Within the first five minutes, there’s 
laughter during the “Laker Girls Cheer” 
(“Who’s the king?” “You are!” “Who’s the 
king?” “You Are! A.R.T.H.U.R. Arthur!”), 
and shortly afterward, when God orders 
King Arthur on his quest. 

The difficulty, McGonagle said, is con- 
taining this laughter come showtime. He 
compared laughing onstage to when the 
cast on Saturday Night Live cracks up while 
filming. You just need to stop talking for a 
minute, he said. 

“Usually, when you do, the audience will 
laugh because they know you’re trying not 
to laugh,” he said.

Rallying behind the arts 

N is for Nashua alphabet book released

Symphony New Hampshire direetor of 
operations Niek Adams said he knew ere- 
ating a ehildren’s alphabet book eould be a 
sueeessful fundraiser for the state’s biggest 
symphony — but he didn’t know just how 
mueh the eommunity would rally around N 
is for Nashua. 

“It took on a life of its own. The ehar- 
aeter of Nashua eomes through in a lot of 
ways in this book. It’s an old mill town, but 
there are some really neat things going on,” 
he said. “The eity just rebranded itself, for 
instanee, with its new logo. Dare to Begin. 
... I think there’s a lot of really great ener- 
gy around Nashua, and I think this book, 
and not all by our efforts, kind of eaptured 
that.” 

N is for Nashua will be available for the 
first time at the symphony’s next eoneert on 
Saturday, Nov. 23. 

Community members from all over the 
area helped make it happen. Every page in 
the book was sponsored by a loeal individ- 


ual or business, with major eontributions by 
the Nashua Bank, Gray Cat Graphie Design 
and Chiek-Fil-A. The eolorful eolleetion of 
original, donated art eontains important 
Nashua “eharaeters,” like Holman Stadium 
and Railroad Square. 

“It’s a really great resouree if you’re 
new to the city,” graphic designer Barbara 
Wamke said in a phone interview. 

She’d know — she actually is new to 
the area and now has a whole list of things 
she wants to do this year. (Specifically, 
she wants to check out the “W is for Win- 
ter Holiday Stroll” this month.) Wamke 
designed the book through her company. 
Gray Cat Graphic Design, free of charge. 

“It seemed like a really worthy cause. 
It also seemed like a really great project. 
... The amount of interest by the people 
in Nashua was also really encouraging. 
Knowing all of the names of these different 
artists, seeing their work and being able to 
participate in that really sparked my inter- 
est,” Wamke said. 

Rebecca Murphy, who photographed 
the “U is for Ukulele” page, is also new to 
southern New Hampshire. She loves Nash- 


ua’s downtown atmosphere. 

“I love that there are people always gath- 
ering. There’s a lot of community attention 
about what’s going on in the city,” she said. 

If you’re not as fluent with Nashua cul- 
ture as you’d like to be, N is for Nashua 
is also pretty educational. Daniel Abbot, 
for instance, listed under “D is for Daniel 
Abbot,” was a powerful force in fueling 
the creation of Nashua’s mills and the first 
president of the Nashua and Lowell Rail- 
road. He was also the first president of the 
first bank in Nashua. 

The “N is for Nashua” page, on the other 
hand, details the origin of the city’s name. 
Nashua was named after the Nashua Riv- 
er, which was originally the “Nashaway” 
river, named by a Native American chief. 
It means “beautiful river with pebbly bot- 
tom.” Each letter is paired with original art 
donated by Nashua and New Hampshire 
residents. 

The idea for the book came about dur- 
ing a mid- winter meeting for the League of 
American Orchestras last January, Adams 
said. Here, Executive Director Eric Valliere 
saw that other American orchestras, like the 
Paducah [Kentucky] Orchestra, found great 
success in using community-created alpha- 
bet books to raise money. Symphony NH 
began recmiting writers and artists early 
last summer. 

“In the end, we were able to get unique 
art by 26 different artists,” Adams said. 

About 50 percent of those artists were 
professional, he said. There were about 160 
letter submissions by more than 70 differ- 
ent people. 

The art is varied, with paintings, pho-

tographs and even a quilt by local artist 
Cindy Goodman. It depicts important loca- 
tions in Nashua. The quilt took her two 
months to make, but, she said, it was for a 
worthy cause. 

“I thought it was a great idea. I’m from 
Nashua, born and raised. I left 20 years ago, 
married a Marine, followed him around, 
and when he retired in 1998, 1 couldn’t wait 
to move back. Any way to raise money in 
the arts. I’m in,” she said. 

She loves seeing the rallying and growth 
of arts in Nashua. 

“I went to my first Symphony NH con- 
cert this summer at Holman Stadium. I was 
totally wowed. I enjoyed it so much, and I 
can’t wait for this next one in November,” 
she said. ^

Speak up 

Toastmasters clubs a safe place to learn public speaking

Seven years ago, finaneial plan- 
ner Robin Morrell was promoted to 
a leadership position that required 
a lot of publie speaking. During a 
training session for the new role, 
she ran into trouble. 

“Although I knew what I was 
doing and what I wanted to say, it 
didn’t eome out quite right,” she 
said. 

In other publie speaking situ- 
ations, Morrell added, she was 
“jokey” and uneomfortable. 

Coneemed about the ehalleng- 
es of her new position, Morrell 
deeided to drop by a meeting of 
the Top of the Town Toastmasters 
in Manehester. Sinee then, Morrell 
has beeome so eomfortable speak- 
ing in front of, and leading, a large 
group of people that she now teaeh- 
es Zumba elasses on the side. 

Toastmasters International is a 
nonprofit organization with nearly 
3,000 members around the world, 
ineluding 24 elubs in New Hamp- 
shire. These meetings are all about 
developing publie speaking skills 
using a series of aetivities to praetiee 


speaking off the euff, prepare and 
deliver speeehes and keep an eye 
on their “ah”s and “um”s. Partiei- 
pants range from eollege students 
to retirees, engineers to teaehers to 
business exeeutives, marketers to 
lawyers. New Hampshire natives 
to English-language-leamers, all 
interested in getting better at speak- 
ing up and speaking well. 

There are no instruetors at 
Toastmaster meetings. Instead, 
partieipants take on roles like the 
Toastmaster, who introduees eaeh 
speaker and provides segues, and 
the “Ah” Counter, who tallies 
everyone’s “ahs,” “urns” and oth- 
er stutters. 

“By taking on these various 
roles, a lot of times you get prae- 
tiee in leading a group and leading 
a partieular aetivity or funetion that 
you might not be able to get in your 
workplaee,” said Kyle Keldsen, a 
reputation manager and Internet 
marketer who joined the Merrimas- 
ters Toastmasters in Nashua a year 
and a half ago. 

Partieipants also set their own 
paee working through “speeeh 
projeets” in a series of manuals, and 
everyone provides written feedbaek 


after speeehes. 

“The feedbaek is meant to be 
positive,” Keldsen explained. 
‘“Here’s what you did well, 
and here are some areas for 
improvement.’” 

While working on publie 
speaking is the main foeus for 
many partieipants, elements like 
giving eonstruetive peer feed- 
baek are also extremely valuable, 
said Manasi Kakade from Toast- 
masters of Manehester. Feedbaek 
in Toastmasters starts off with a 
eompliment, then points out an 
area that needs some work, before 
elosing with a pieee of hopeful 
eneouragement. 

“I give the same form of feed- 
baek to my eoworkers and 
employees,” said Kakade, an 
engineer turned marketer. 

They, in turn, have also adopt- 
ed this strategy, whieh Kakade 
said has made them a better, more 
eohesive and less eonfrontation- 
al team. 

But a workplaee is not always 
the most eomfortable environment 
to try out a voeal role, Kakade 
pointed out. Instead, Toastmas- 
ters elubs, whieh are big enough 
to feel like an audienee, but also 
small enough to feel personal and 
eonneeted, ean provide a safe 
plaee to develop these skills. 

“Toastmasters is the most eom- 
fortable environment that you ean 
be in,” Kakade said. From long- 
time members to neweomers, 
“Everyone has felt that fear or 
apprehensiveness, and everybody 
is made to feel eomfortable.” 

Kakade, Keldsen and Mor- 
rell agreed that visitors to any 
Toastmasters elub are weleomed 
warmly and respeetfully, given 
the option to partieipate in elements 
of the meeting and the freedom 
to simply sit quietly and wateh. 
Beeause every member was onee 
a nervous, first-time visitor, Mor- 
rell said, it’s usually easy to tell 
how mueh or how little a neweom- 
er wants to partieipate, from simply 
introdueing himself (even that is 
optional) to taking on a simple role 
like timekeeping, or even jumping 
into a short, impromptu speeeh on 
a given topie. 

Visitors ean eome baek as many 
times as they want, eommitment-

free, before beeoming a member, 
Morrell added. Every elub has a 
slightly different personality, so 
“shopping around” for the right fit 
is eneouraged. 

The point, Kakade said, is mak- 
ing neweomers as eomfortable as 
possible. “Taking that first step is 
the most important thing, beeause 
afterwards it gets easier,” she said. 
“Onee they get out of the ear and 
go in and sit through the two-hour 
meeting, that’s the hardest step. 
Everything else is mueh easier, and

Now's the time 


Preparing bulbs for forcing

Each fall in early November I plant tulips 
and daffodils and sometimes eroeus in pots, 
planters and a window box so they will bloom 
indoors in February and Mareh. Almost any 
spring bulb ean be planted for foreing, and 
now’s the time to do it. 

One niee thing about foreing bulbs is that 
the deer eannot get them. Tulips are like 
magnets for deer and rodents in many neigh- 
borhoods, though my fieree and determined 
Corgi, Daphne, does a pretty good job of 
deterring them for me. But tulips growing 
inside are unlikely to be bothered by any- 
thing. That said, one year rodents did get in 
my basement and dug up tulips that were in 
pots, so I sometimes eover eontainers of tulips 
with wire sereening I get at the hardware store 
ealled hardware eloth. 

My window box is one I built over 10 years 
ago out of eedar, and it is still holding up niee- 
ly. (A good winter projeet might be to make 
one yourself Direetions are in my first book. 
Notes from the Garden, whieh is now out of 
print but available at many libraries.) The box 
is 36 inehes long and 7 inehes deep and 9 


inehes from front to baek. 

Outdoors I plant tulips and daffodils so that 
their tips are 6 inehes below soil surfaee and 
2 to 3 inehes apart. But in my window box 
I plant them eloser together to eram as many 
bulbs as possible in the spaee given. I plant 
them in 2 inehes of soil mix so that they have 
plenty of spaee for their roots, but this means 
their tips are just below the surfaee of the 
planting medium after I fill up the box. 

I start the proeess by dumping out all the 
plants and soil from my window box. I take 
a stiff serub brush and elean the window box, 
as often roots and dirt are stieking to it. I have 
drilled holes in the bottom of the box for 
drainage, and I make sure they’re not elogged. 

Garden soil is great for growing bulbs out- 
doors but is not ideal in a eontainer. In a pot 
it tends to get eompaeted by watering. So I 
make a mix that is 50 pereent eompost and 
50 pereent potting mix that I buy. That mix is 
very light and fluffy beeause it eontains peat 
moss and perlite. Perlite is an expanded min- 
eral, sort of a roek popeom. It’s the white stuff 
that looks like Styrofoam in potting mixes. 

I planted 25 large daffodils in my window 
box, whieh was a bit of a squeeze, but will 
be dramatie when they bloom. Some years I 


plant two or three varieties of daffodils in it 
to stagger the bloom time, but this year I went 
for the “Big Bang” look, all blooming at onee. 
I will bring the box out of the eold basement 
in early Mareh. 

After planting I water the mix lightly if it 
is dry. Bulbs won’t do well if sitting in soggy 
planting mix, but they also are living beings 
that are growing roots and that need some 
moisture. If the soil mix dries out too mueh. 
I’ll do a light watering halfway through winter. 

When seleeting bulbs for foreing, “early- 
season” varieties are best. Some varieties will 
be listed as “good for foreing” and those are 
ideal. Daffodils I give a minimum of 90 days 
of rest before bringing them into a warm room 
to start the proeess of above-ground growth. 
Tulips I reeommend 120 days — four months 
from now is mid-Mareh. If you bring them up 
without proper rest, you will get foliage but 
no blossoms. Croeus are ready in 10 weeks or 
so, but ean be planted in the same eontainer 
as daffodils, as a seeond layer of bulbs above 
the daffodils. 

Those 8-ineh plastie pots that are used for 
perennials at the garden eenter make good 
pots for foreing, too. Half a dozen tulips in one 
will make a very niee display indoors while

there is still snow on the ground. Plant sever- 
al pots and bring one into the warmth every 
week for a eontinuous display. 

Oh yes, temperature is important, too. The 
ideal temperature for foreing bulbs is 40-45 
degrees. Anything over 50 is too warm, and 
below freezing is too eold. You might have 
a plaee in your garage or on the steps of the 
bulkhead, or even in an unheated mudroom. 
It is best to keep the pots in the dark, but you 
ean ereate that by plaeing a plank over the 
top, I suppose. 

So go get some bulbs and pot them up for a 
late winter delight.

Dear Donna, 

I was wondering if you could provide any 
information and value for this piano stool. 
It could have been refinished, but if so, it 
would have been over 35 years ago. I’ve 
attached some photos. 

— Deb 

Dear Deb, 

Your piano stool is a very typieal form of 
one for the Vietorian era, right down to the 
elaw and glass ball footing. You are right, 
it was refinished, and you ean tell that by 
the elean surfaee. If it had been original, the 
patina (natural age diseoloration) would be 
mueh darker and would show lots of wear 
on the seat and legs. 

Piano stools sueh as yours were made by 
a few different manufaeturers, so without 
a maker’s stamp it is always tough to tell. 
But most never even had them, and I don’t 
think, in most eases, it is relevant to the val- 
ue. The baek spindle work is a plus to have, 
as so many were just the stool without mak- 
ing it a ehair. The eonstruetion of them was 
interesting. The baek part was attaehed to 
the bottom of the seat but not to the seating 
area beeause that was adjustable for height 
(by turning it up or down). 

The value on a stool sueh as yours would 
be in the $125 range. And, as I said, in this 
ease it was refinished, but that doesn’t take 
away any of the value.

Help for my stuck wheels 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2-year-old Camry, and I like to 
work on my cars. I live in northwestern Mon- 
tana. We have snow. I have a complete set of 
studded tires, and I am quite happy changing 
out all four tires twice a year. But I cannot get 
the wheels off the car myself — either set! I 
have changed wheels for 60 years, but I can ’t 
seem to remove these. I had the dealer do it, 
and watched at the garage as they pounded 
on them with sledgehammers. I asked the ser- 
vice manager, and he told me that this is not an 
uncommon problem. What if my wife or I get 
a flat tire and need to remove a wheel? The 
service manager told me that if that happens, 
I should loosen the lug nuts and drive it for a 
while, and the wheels will come loose. Is that 


really good advice? — Nick 

TOM; This is a pretty common problem, 
Nick, especially in parts of the country where 
snow, salt and rust are prevalent. 

RAY: What happens is that there’s a pro- 
trusion on the hub, over which the hole at the 
center of the wheel slides. The wheel is then 
secured to the hub with the lug nuts. 

TOM; That hole in the center of the wheel 
just barely fits around the hub’s protrusion. So 
if you have steel wheels, which I’m sure you 
do, and you have snow, salt and rust, which I 
know you do, the wheel and hub can become 
sort of fused with rust over time. That’s what 
makes the wheel hard to remove. 

RAY: Bmte force tends to be the tool 
of choice for this job. That’s why you saw 
the repair guys going at the wheels with 
sledgehammers. 

TOM: What we do when we change a cus- 
tomer’s wheels in the snow belt is first take 
some sandpaper and clean off any rust or bud- 
ding corrosion that we find on the inside of the 
hole in the wheel or on the outside of the hub 
protmsion. 

RAY : You don’t have to worry if you end 
up making the hole a little bigger. The wheels 
are centered and held securely in place by the 
lug nuts. 

TOM; Then we grease both surfaces before 
putting on the wheels. That usually helps a lot, 
at least for the six months or so until the next

RAY: And if you do have a flat tire and 
need to change a wheel in some remote area, 
the advice you got is almost good. 

TOM; Yeah, almost. What you want to do 
is loosen the lug nuts a little bit — not a lot! 
Maybe a quarter of the way off. And then drive 
the car quickly for a very short distance (like 1 0 
feet) and stop abruptly. Then put it in reverse 
and do the same thing going backward. That 
usually will jolt the stuck wheel free so you can 
remove it. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I was shopping for spark plugs for my 2002 
Dodge truck from a company that has a site on 
the Internet. They had spark plugs for carburet- 
ed engines and fuel-injected engines. I bought 
plugs for injected engines. Is there a difference? 
— Tony 

TOM; Every engine has its own unique 
requirements for spark plugs, Tony. It’s not 
really based on whether the engine is carbu- 
reted or fuel-injected; it’s based on the way the 
engine was designed. 

RAY: For one thing, engines have differ- 
ent physical characteristics. For instance, some 
engines have thicker cylinder heads and require 
longer plugs with more threads to get the tip of 
the plug into the combustion chamber. 

TOM; The amount of room on top of the 
cylinder head is another consideration. Old- 
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er engines had only two valves per cylinder, so 
there was plenty of room for a nice, fat spark 
plug to stick its nose into the cylinder. But the 
majority of engines today are multivalve. 

RAY : The other reason plugs are specific 
to engines is because the vehicle’s engineers 
designed the plug as part of a system needed 
to create a very specific pattern of combus- 
tion. They may want a spark plug with a hotter 
spark, or one that sits farther down in the com- 
bustion chamber to produce the precise shape, 
size and duration of flame they’re looking for 
in there. Those details affect an engine’s power, 
gas mileage and emissions. 

TOM; For those reasons, there are hundreds 
of different spark plugs on the market. The only 
way to know which one you need is either by 
removing an old one and reading the number, 
or by looking up a car’s year, make, model and 
engine size in a parts locator, and getting the 
plug number that way. 

RAY : Perhaps what you were seeing was a 
general “spark plugs for Dodge tmcks” page on 
a website. Over time, there certainly have been 
both carbureted and fuel-injected engines used 
in those tmcks. 

TOM; But not in 2002. By then, every 
car and truck sold in the United States was 
fuel-injected. That means there’s only one 
correct spark-plug type for your truck, 
Tony. I hope you got that one. M

Cronut, meet the Dossant 

Pastry craze comes to New Hampshire

The Cronut took the foodie world by 
storm this spring, making news as crowds 
in New York lined the streets hoping to try 
the sugary, buttery croissant-donut, many 
leaving disappointed since its creator, 
Dominique Ansel, only prepares 300 each 
day. 

Now, Manchester has its own version as 
The Bakeshop on Kelley Street is serving 
the “Dossant.” 

“People are very curious,” Bakeshop 
owner Denise Nickerson said. “Here, it’s 
created quite a buzz. Saturday mornings 
we do usually have a line that goes out the 
door, and it’s probably not as crazy as New 
York City, but we do have people that line 
up. People are talking about it during the 
week that they’re going to come back on 
weekends. Pretty much we’re having peo- 
ple come in all day long for them, until we 
do run out — sometimes we run out by 
noon.” 

Ansel launched the pastry hybrid in May, 
and media outlets quickly responded to the 
trendy item. Technically, the Cronut can’t 
be found anywhere else. Tike others, Nick- 
erson heard about the Cronut craze and 
thought she might try her own hand at the 
pastry. 

“The actual name ‘Cronut’ has been trade- 
marked by Dominique Ansel,” Nickerson 
said. “Although, they say that people have 
been doing these for a long time and people 
claim to have made them in different parts 
of the country and all that — and even in 
Canada. But Dominique Ansel has kind of 
brought it to everyone’s attention recently.” 

The Dossant — donut-croissant — is 
Nickerson’s take on Ansel’s trend. She 
started experimenting with a recipe over 
the summer and began selling Dossants on 
Saturdays a few months back. Recently, 
The Bakeshop made Dossants available on 
both Saturdays and Sundays for the week- 
end crowd. 

“We heard about them on the news, and 
everyone’s talking about them. So we said, 
‘Fet’s give them a try,”’ she said. “It’s a

laminated dough that we use, which is a 
process of rolling butter and pastry in many 
layers and it’s actually a two-day process 
for us — that’s why we’re doing it right 
now just on weekends. And then once we 
have our batter together, what we do is 
more or less process it how we would a 
donut so it does get fried, and then we do 
put a nice donut glaze on top of it.” 

Nickerson prepares the dough earlier in 
the week, and makes 100 Dossants on Sat- 
urdays (“That’s about all we can handle,” 
she said), then 30 or 40 on Sundays. 

“They’re very light, flaky, and it’s a great 
combination,” Nickerson said. “I think 
down in New York City they’re doing a 
lot of different flavors — here we’re doing 
a glazed. We also offer a cinnamon [Dos- 
sant]. I think this week we’re doing a maple 
glaze for fall. We’re not really doing the 
filled versions, and that’s why I kind of say 
it’s our own version of the Cronut.” 

Ansel creates his Cronuts with flavored 
fillings like rose, blackberry lime and 
lemon maple. Although The Bakeshop on 
Kelley Street hasn’t been incorporating 
fillings, Nickerson said it’s something she 
would consider for the future. 

“For now these are so good the way 
they are, you don’t need anything in 
them,” she said. “I would want to try a bite 
and say that’s all I need to try, and then I

found myself totally eating the whole thing 
and not wanting to share it with anybody 
because it’s that good.” 

The second-most popular items on week- 
ends at The Bakeshop are the mini donuts. 
They’re about the size of a golfball, sold six 
to an order and in flavors like apple cider 
and cinnamon and sugar. Nickerson said 
many weekend customers purchase a Dos- 
sant along with an order of mini donuts. 

The Bakeshop on Kelley Street also 
makes cakes, breads, muffins, bagels and 
desserts like chocolate mousse, eclairs and 
blanc noire torte. 

“We make everything ourselves. It’s kind 
of like the old days where I’m using a lot of 
my grandmother’s recipes, and I think it’s a 
lot of fiin to see people come in and enjoy 
the whole bakery experience,” Nickerson 
said. “It’s funny, a lot of people that come 
in, too, for the Cronuts ... they’re really 
here for the experience ... walking through 
the door, smelling all the good smells and 
then trying something they’ve heard talked 
about in New York City.” M

A real T-R-E-A-T for Animal Rescue League

Sip, taste and — heck, why not? — ^roll 
over for the the first annual Distiller’s 
Showcase in Manchester. The benefit for 
the Animal Rescue League of New Hamp- 
shire is worth barking about, with liquor 
brands large and small, as well as fare from 
local restaurants, available for sampling in 
the state’s first-ever showcase of this scale. 

“We have bourbon, we have salted car- 
amel vodka, tequila, whiskey, coconut 
vodka. Crown Royal, single malt scotch- 
es ... everything spirits,” Animal Rescue 
League chief development officer Win 
Saltmarsh said. 

The first annual Distiller’s Showcase of 
Premium Spirits is on Thursday, Nov. 21, 
from 6 to 9 p.m. at the Radisson Hotel in 
Manchester, and it’s the only event like it in 
New England. The closest spirit showcase 
of this scale is in Pennsylvania, Saltmarsh 
said. 

In addition to the spirit tastings, local 
restaurants like Blu Aqua, Tuscan Kitchen, 
Triolo’s Bakery, The Wild Rover and others 
will be serving up hors d’ oeuvres.

Each distiller will provide four samples, 
and vendors will also have mixers avail- 
able, Saltmarsh said. Currently, there are 75 
tables reserved for vendors with over 200 
brands for tasting. 

There’s more to the event than just sam- 
pling spirits, with bartender exhibitions and 
two seminars — one on the finer side of 
tequila, another on the range of single malt 
scotches from Glenmorangie — throughout 
the event. 

Earlier in the year, the Animal Rescue 
League entered a proposal to the Liquor 
and Wine Outlets for the event and was 
selected among the entries for the benefit. 

“Everyone that we talk to is really excit- 
ed about this,” Saltmarsh said. “I’m looking 
forward to having a great evening, but I’m 
also looking forward to promoting the 
resources we provide.” 

The Animal Rescue League of New 
Hampshire cares for on average 2,400 ani- 
mals a year. Resources include its cruelty 
investigator, a pet food pantry, even pro- 
viding a safe haven for pets of victims of 
domestic violence or pets whose families 
have been displaced by natural disaster or 
fire.

Southern Vietnamese cooking in Nashua

Chef Cuong Tang, owner of Thanh Thanh 
3 in Nashua, takes fresh foods seriously. 

‘T’ve found a lot of eustomers, espeeially 
around the Nashua area, they’ve never tried 
Vietnamese food. The first thing I say is 
that it’s fresh, healthy,” Tang said. “What’s 
different from my food to Chinese food 
is my food we eook everything more like 
homemade eooking.” 

The restaurant is elosed on Mondays so 
that Tang ean seleet fresh vegetables. The 
menu at Thanh Thanh 3 is eomprised of 
Tang’s own family’s traditional dishes and 
Vietnamese euisine. 

The menu ineludes pho, traditional Viet- 
namese noodle soups, in varieties like spiey 
noodle, ehieken and beef. 

“We speeialize in the soup more, beeause 
in terms of the soup, it’s fast to digest 
beeause [Vietnam has] a lot of people that 
work on the farm a lot, but also my food 
is more authentie to southern eooking teeh- 
nique,” Tang said. “That’s a reason why all 
my eustomers that have had Vietnamese 
food everywhere — like Boston — they 
eome and try my food and say, ‘This is the 
real Vietnamese food.’ It’s not really Amer- 
ieanized — [it’s] more traditional.” 

There is also goi euon (spring rolls with 
peanut sauee) and stir-fried thiek riee noo- 
dles served with eombinations like seafood, 
egg and Chinese broeeoli or beef. Fried 
riee, noodles and pad thai dishes are also 
available.

“Right now, we have the two most pop- 
ular, whieh is the ehieken soup [and beef 
soup],” Tang said. “I eook the ehieken 
broth in the old style of eooking — old 
style meaning it takes a lot of time, eooked 
slowly, simmering eight hours straight.” 

“Basieally, here we eare for our eustom- 
ers like we eare for our family, beeause 
what we eook for them is what we eat,” 
server Crystal Nguyen said. “We don’t 
eook with grease, so it’s healthier.” 

Tang eooks with extra virgin olive oil to 
eut down on trans fats. He said that he’s 
been able to make the menu 90 pereent glu- 
ten free, and aims for a 100 pereent gluten 
free menu. He also strives for low sodium 
and as little MSG as possible in dishes. 

“I want to eat fresh,” Tang said. “So all 
my ingredients are 100-pereent fresh. We 
do use MSG beeause it’s run through the 
vendor, but we don’t add on MSG.” 

MSG, or monosodium glutamate, is 
a food additive used to enhanee flavor, 
eommonly found in Ameriean Chinese 
and Asian euisine and other eommereial 
produets. 

Sinee traditional ingredients ean be hard 
to eome by, Tand said, many restaurants 
Amerieanize their menu. The noodles at 
Thanh Thanh 3 arrive fresh from New York 
City. 

“The only type of noodle I use is from 
there beeause I don’t have the maehine to 
do it. All of my ingredients are hard to find, 
so it takes a little time to eook it the right 
way, to make everything traditional,” he 
said. “That’s the reason a lot of Vietnam- 
ese [restaurants] have been washed down 
a lot. That’s the reason why they do more 
Amerieanized.” 

Another popular menu item at Thanh 
Thanh 3 are the milkshakes made with 
fresh fruits like mangos and avoeados. 

“Many other plaees have a lot of variety 
beeause [they use] powders,” he said. 

Thanh Thanh 3 has been in Nashua for 
a little over two years. Thanh Thanh 1 is 
loeated in Arlington, Texas and Thanh 
Thanh 2 is in Portland, Maine. 

“It’s more like a family business,” Tang 
said. A

Expressive dough 

Derry baker explores her roots through bread

Cheryl Holbert weaves at her loom, and 
in her kitehen, too. She twists dough in and 
around it to ereate ehallah, the tradition- 
al Jewish loaf served during Shabbat. She 
makes mini ehallah rolls and has made ehal- 
lah nearly half the size of a grown person 
for a wedding. For Holbert, her breads aren’t 
just something to eat — they’re a work of art 
and a pieee of her identity. 

“I’ve always been interested in babkas and 
ehallahs,” Holbert said. “That’s a real fami- 
ly food. We serve ehallah on Fridays at our 
table. . . . They are so gratifying to make.” 

Holbert is the owner and baker of Nomad 
Bakery. She bakes from her home in Der- 
ry and partieipates in the Derry summer and 
winter farmers markets. 

“I’ve been baking for many years,” she 
said. “My grandmother baked Eastern Euro- 
pean type bread, and my mother did a little 
baking. ... I found that after I had my first 
apartment for a while I started baking, whieh 
is something I didn’t think I had an interest 
in.” 

For Holbert, baking beeame her own sort 
of genealogieal investigation. She explored 
her own Eastern European and Persian 
roots through baking breads. Holbert found 
a desire to go baek to original reeipes and 
ingredients, like wild yeast starter. She pur- 
ehased a mill and learned how to grind her 
own wheat. 

“Bread and food is just so essential to peo- 
ple in terms of their identity, so I did a lot of 
exploring in baking,” she said. “There was 
this seed in the baek of my mind to start a 
small bakery. ... It was just one of those 
things that was the timing.”

Prior to Nomad Bakery, Holbert worked 
at the Currier Art Center, where her medium 
wasn’t bread, but fiber. Holbert specializ- 
es in indigenous textiles and continues to 
weave in her home studio. 

Through the bakery, Holbert makes a Per- 
sian Barbari, an everyday type of bread (“It’s 
my answer to a baguette,” she said.), challah 
and levains. 

“People call them sourdough,” Holbert 
said, which she explained isn’t accurate, as 
the namesake of sourdough comes from San 
Francisco. “The French technique is levain, 
or wild leaven. It really has a complex flavor 
rather than a sour flour.” 

Another loaf is the Good Seed Levain, 
made with whole wheat, pumpkin and 
ground flax seed. 

“I wanted something healthy and positive 
for Good Seed,” she said. “It just really is a 
nice sort of fall bread as well.” 

She also creates little galettes (small pies) 
with organic sugar, honey and fruit. 

“Of course, we live in a place with all 
these wonderful apples,” Holbert said. “I 
wanted to offer something smaller. They’re 
really almost kind of a two-crusted pie and 
they close up like a purse.” 

Holbert frequently integrates other ingre- 
dients into her levains. She’s made an apricot 
chocolate levain and a cherry chocolate 
levain using dried fruits and dark chocolate. 

“The whole thing with this levain and nat- 
ural leavening, it just should revolve around 
water, flour and a little bit of salt,” she said. 
“Once you master that process, allowing 
that starter to be created from the wild yeast 
itself, to add in things, it’s a perfect canvas. 
... I really enjoy the idea of bread and choc- 
olate ... it allows the bread to be a little bit 
of a meal.” 

Although Holbert currently does bake 
gluten-free varieties, she wants to have a 
separate space completely free of gluten. 
Overall, she is interested in the health ben- 
efits of food, like in chocolate and whole 
wheat. Holbert uses an organic whole wheat, 
and the wild yeast increases nutritional ben- 
efits and is more digestible. 

“It’s just really an optimal food source as 
a way to consume carbs,” she said. “Bread 
that’s been around for antiquity.” 

Since Hanukkah is early this year and 
falls during Thanksgiving, Holbert has been 
taking special orders during the month of 
November for a chocolate chip challah and 
a cinnamon roll nut challah just for the 
holidays. 

“There are a number of people really 
getting interested in good bread up here,” 
Holbert said about the craft and artisan 
loaves. “There has been a renaissance with 
bread, the artisan bread movement.”

The cookbook: Month by month, Rieh- 
er walks you through the year and the loeal 
products you’ll likely find fresh. In some 
ways, Richer’s book — released by a Maine 
publisher — feels like a really top-notch, 
prettily illustrated version of the plastic-spi- 
ral-bound cookbooks you’ll find for sale at 
some area farmers markets. These are exact- 
ly the harvest items we’re likely to have here 
in New Hampshire, pretty much exactly 
when we’re likely to have them (November: 
apples, celeriac, leeks, pumpkin — yep). Her 
voice and tips are reminiscent of that DIY- 
style cookbook as well — just chatty enough 
to make you feel like you’ve been given your 
friend’s collection of recipes but full of solid 
tips and general knowledge about the ingre- 
dients and how to use them. 

The recipe: “Roasted Celeriac and Pota- 
toes” from the November chapter (page 34). I 
picked this recipe not only for its ingredients 
but for its simplicity — “chop and roast” is 
how you’d sum up these instructions. 

The New Midwestern Table 

The cookbook: Midwestern culinary tra- 
ditions haven’t really had their moment yet. 
California, the upper Northwest, the South in 
general. Northeastern farm-to-table eating: 
All of these have had some time in the food- 
ie spotlight in the decade or so that people 
have been using the word “foodie.” The New 
Midwestern Table highlights what makes this 
region special. Northern New England cooks 


will find a lot in common with the ingredi- 
ents of Michigan and Minnesota as presented 
here. There is a similar emphasis on making 
the most of a relatively short growing season 
and, whenever possible, backing off to let 
the natural flavors of the produce itself shine 
through. As you go through this beautiful 
book, which features detailed instruction and 
ingredient tips as well as backstory (personal 
and historical) on some recipes, you also get 
to see the roots of this region’s settlers: Ger- 
man, Scandinavian and Eastern European. 

The recipe: “German Potato Salad” from 
page 243. This is one of my all-time favor- 
ite dishes. For those who have never had it, 
let me sum its appeal up in one word: bacon. 

The result: It can seem unfair, pitting any- 
thing against a recipe with bacon, but the 
Roasted Celeriac and Potatoes are essentially 
french fries — fancy, deep-fryer-free french 
files that highlight the potato-iness of pota- 
toes (particularly farm-fresh ones, that are to 
the pre-bagged Idaho variety what a Honey 
Crisp just off the tree is to a supermarket Red 
Delicious). The German Potato Salad also 
highlights the potatoes well — it is basically 
cooked potatoes with a bacon vinaigrette and 
has the benefit of making anything you serve 
with it feel like a complete meal (I rounded 
out the meal with just broccoli). Both of these 
recipes were well received in my house and 
both books offered detailed, easy-to-follow 
instruction.

Cooking an entire bird isn’t just for 
Thanksgiving anymore. Even though you 
might not think of it as an “easy meal,” 
preparing a whole ehieken is aetually so 
simple.

Ingredients, Serves 4-6, Adapted from

1 whole chicken 4-5 lbs, giblets removed,

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FOOD FROM THE PANTRY 

Pancake mix 

Pancakes are for more than just break- 
fast. A reeent artiele on Yahoo Shine 
detailed half a dozen paneake-for-dinner 
reeipes. While tempting, none of them 
seemed like quiek dinner-on-the-go ideas. 
So when I eame aeross this reeipe for pan- 
eake pizzas, using paneake mix and all of 
my favorite pizza toppings, it seemed like 
the perfeet reeipe for a quiek, lazy week- 
night dinner. 

Gooey eheese, erispy paneakes and of 
eourse greasy pepperoni make these mini 
pizzas delieious and simple. Paneake bat- 
ter for erust is pantry improvisation at its 
best — no pizza dough or bagels needed. 

Aeeording to ABC’s The Chew in an 
artiele from National Paneake Day — eel- 
ebrated on Sept. 26 — paneakes made 
their way around the globe, as early ver- 
sions of the breakfast staple ean be found 
in Franee and Austria. The erepe — the 
thinner eousin of the paneake — gained 
popularity in Franee when served with 
fruit, sauees or even ehoeolate. The peo- 
ple of Austria put a similar sweet twist on 
the paneake and served it as a dessert with 
nuts, berries, and plum or apple sauee, 
ealling it a Kaisersehmarrn. 

In later years, paneakes found popu- 
larity during the “Medieval and modern 
Christian” periods. During Lent, Chris- 
tians were expeeted to refrain from eating 
sugars, fats and other “luxury ingredi- 
ents.” Consequently, the Tuesday before 
Lent turned into a day when households 
would try to use up those leftover ingre- 
dients, making paneakes to use up any 
exeess eggs, flour and sugar. 

As paneakes evolved over the years, 
people looked for faster, instant reeipes 
for the breakfast treats. Aeeording to the 
Aunt Jemima website, in 1889 Chris Rutt 
and Charles Underwood developed the 



first instant paneake mix, and Aunt Jemi- 
ma is still among the most popular today. 
In 1957, years after purehasing the Aunt 
Jemima brand, Quaker introdueed the 
Aunt Jemima Buttermilk Waffle & Pan- 
eake Mix. 

While more brands have been intro- 
dueed over the years, the basie idea of 
instant paneake mix remained the same 
— a quiek, easy way to ereate homemade 
meals. 

Experimenting with the versatile pan- 
try ingredient is simple and fun. You ean 
toss just about any ingredient into the mix 
while it’s eooking, from traditional ingre- 
dients like blueberries and ehoeolate ehips 
to nontraditional ingredients like peppero- 
ni and ehilies. 

These mini pepperoni paneake pizzas 
eome together in no time, and you’d nev- 
er know the erust was made from paneake 
mix; it’s the ultimate breakfast-for-dinner 
meal made from the perfeet pantry ingre- 
dient. — Lauren Mifsud A 


Mini Pepperoni Pizza Pancakes 

Recipe Courtesy Noble Pig 

Batter: 

Dry pancake mix (enough to make 12 to 15 
pancakes) — about 1 cup of dry mix and 1 
and 1/3 cups of water 
1 pound shredded whole milk mozzarella 
cheese, divided 
1 tablespoon pizza seasoning 
Toppings: 

5 ounces mini pepperoni 
4 ounces mild Italian sausage, cooked and 
finely chopped 
1 cup pizza sauce 

Preheat flat top, griddle or pan to 350 
degrees or medium-high heat. Oil the grid- 
dle or pan before adding pancake batter. 
For the batter, mix together dry mix with 


the water. Add 1 cup of the shredded moz- 
zarella cheese and pizza seasoning. If the 
batter is really thick add 1/4 cup water and 
stir. Add more if needed. You don’t want 
the batter to be overly thick once you add 
the cheese. Using remaining cheese, start 
by placing one tablespoon of cheese on 
the griddle. It will start to melt right away. 
Pour 1/8 cup of batter on top of the cheese. 
Immediately add pepperoni and sausage to 
the top of the pancake. Turn once there are 
lots of bubbles, just like when you make 
regular pancakes. Flip over and cook until 
done. The bottom side with the cheese will 
be crispy; this is what you want. Remove 
from griddle and sprinkle each pancake 
with 1/2 tablespoon of mozzarella cheese. 
Place pancakes on a tray and serve imme- 
diately with pizza sauce for dipping.

Sugar 

cookies 

Sugar cookies are probably the most 
basic of all cookies. With no fruits, no nuts, 
no spices, and no chocolate, they are sim- 
ple, buttery, sugary and — when done right 
— even more amazing than their fancier 
peers. 

That “done right” part can be a little 
tricky, however. The ideal sugar cookie 
has a crisp exterior and a dense, moist and 
chewy interior. The whole thing should 
be sweet and buttery. But cookies that are 
rolled and cut into shapes with cookie cut- 
ters are often overly crispy or just plain 
bland. The variety made by rolling balls of 
dough in sugar can be dry or crumbly. 

I have, traditionally, had a terrible time 
finding a recipe that gets the texture and 
flavor just right. So I decided to do some 
reading, some research and some tinkering 
to solve the great sugar cookie dilemma. 
I started with a recipe that I knew to be 
decent, but not great, and went to work. 



The most important element I discov- 
ered is the fat. Butter, as you surely know, 
tastes really good. Shortening, however, is 
much better at achieving that soft chewy 
texture. Most recipes use one or the other; 
I did what seemed obvious and tried both. 
I also upped the vanilla and chilled my 
dough overnight to let the flavors develop 
and to guard against the cookies spreading 
too much in the oven. 

The results were just what I was aiming 
for: an outside so crisp it almost crack- 
led, an inside with a perfect texture and an 
addictively buttery taste. Enjoy. — Sarah 
Shemkus dtA 


The Best Sugar Cookies 

Recipe adapted from one provided by La 
Petite France, a now-defunct cafe on Cape 
Cod. 

2 cups flour 

72 teaspoon baking powder 
V4 teaspoon salt 

72 eup unsalted butter, room temperature 
72 eup shortening 

1 eup granulated sugar, plus 72 eup for roll- 
ing dough 

1 tablespoon light brown sugar 

1 large egg 

2 teaspoons pure vanilla extraet 

Whisk flour, baking powder and salt 
together in a medium bowl. In a large 


bowl, using a stand or eleetrie mixer, 
eream the butter, 1 eup granulated sug- 
ar, and brown sugar at medium speed until 
light and fluffy, approximately 5 minutes. 
Add the egg and vanilla, and beat until 
eombined. 

Add the dry ingredients slowly and beat at 
low speed until just eombined. If you have 
time, serape dough into elean bowl, eover, 
and refrigerate overnight. 

When ready to bake, preheat oven to 375 
degrees. Roll very generous tablespoons 
of dough into balls (they will be about 1 72 
inehes aeross) and roll in remaining sugar 
to eoat. Plaee 2 inehes apart on parehment- 
eovered eookie sheet. 

Bake until the eookies are golden brown 
around the edges and their eenters are just 
set, 13 to 17 minutes. Cool on wire raek.

About Bordeaux 

2009 wine released

Something very exeit- 
ing happened in the world 
of wine reeently: 2009 Bor- 
deaux wine was released. 

From what reviewers, 
ineluding Robert Parker, an 
internationally known wine 
eritie, are saying, this eould 
be one of the best releases 
in years. Aetually, in 2010, 

Parker predieted the 2009 
might “turn out to be the fin- 
est vintage I have tasted in 
32 years of eovering Bor- 
deaux,” aeeording to an On 
Wine artiele by Will Lyons. 

The New Hampshire 
Liquor and Wine Outlet’s website eontains 
information on the 2009 release, with loea- 
tions earrying eaeh wine. Thankfully, there 
are wines in all priee ranges, from around 
$20 a bottle to upwards of $1,000 a bottle. 

So what is the big deal about this Freneh 
wine anyway? The word “Bordeaux” ear- 
ries weight in the wine world beeause of 
its historieal signifieanee and reputation 
for produeing high-quality wines. If you’re 
a wine expert, understanding Freneh wine 
eomes easily. But the average person may 
not walk into a store and easily ehoose a 
bottle of wine from Bordeaux — the labels 
are eonfusing and pretty non-deseriptive 
eompared to others, due to the wine’s elassi- 
fieation system. 

Bordeaux wine classification 

Like Italy, Franee uses a elassifiea- 
tion system to identify its wines. As if 
this weren’t eonfusing enough, Bordeaux 
wines are elassified by terroir, not vari- 
etal. Aeeording to About. eom wine writer 
Staey Slinkard, Bordeaux’s wine rules 
speeify what grape varieties ean be grown 
where and how. All AOC wines, as they 
are ealled, are dry-farmed with no irriga- 
tion. They also dietate the wine’s aleohol 
levels, as 14 pereent is the maximum. 
While it might seem daunting to follow all of 
these rules, winemakers do, beeause being 
under the AOC rules means being in a elass 
with wines other than just “table wines.” 

Slinkard points out that while ehar- 
donnay is grown in Burgundy, it is not 
eligible for this elassifieation. She also 
notes that Franee puts the same striet guide- 
lines on its potatoes, butter and eheese. 
Wines elassified by terrior are grown in a 
speeifie grape-growing region. Slinkard 
explains that this involves the elimate, soil, 
geography, topography and ground water 


levels “where a varietal is planted, main- 
tained and harvested.” She also says knowing 
where the grapes were grown is more impor- 
tant than knowing what 
grapes were grown. This is a 
new eoneept for many wine 
drinkers and is another rea- 
son why Bordeaux wines are 
so interesting. 

Bordeaux grapes 

Bordeaux is typically 
known more for its red wines 
than its whites. Merlot is the 
most widely planted grape at 
more than 50 percent, grown 
mainly on the right bank in an 
area with limestone and clay 
soil. Merlot is often blended 
with other grapes like cab- 
ernet sauvignon, which makes up about 25 
percent of the wine production, and caber- 
net franc. Malbec and petit verdot are also 
grown, but in much smaller quantities. 

Bordeaux’s red wines are designed to be 
enjoyed with foods like lamb, duck, beef and 
cheese. 

Only four white grape varieties canbepart of 
the Bordeaux AOC classification: sauvignon 
blanc, semilion, muscadelle and ugni blanc. 

Buying Bordeaux wine 

As I mentioned, the 2009 Bordeaux rang- 
es in price from the $20s to well over $ 1 ,000. 
The higher price tags come from a combi- 
nation of factors, according to Slinkard: 
Reputation, vintage considerations, grape 
growing, age, yield, cellar aging, wine- 
making methods, and the list goes on. But 
thankfully, it is still possible to get a decent 
Bordeaux without spending a lot of money. 

If you typically like merlot and cab- 
ernet sauvignon, Slinkard recommends 
merlot-heavy, right-bank wines. Look for St. 
Emilion, Pomerol, Fronsac and Cotes on the 
labels. Merlot-based blends are usually easi- 
er to find and can be drunk young, as opposed 
to some cabemet-based wines. If you like 
heavier, bigger cabs, choose left-bank wines 
like Haut-Medoc, Listrac, Moulis and St. 
Julian. All of these wines vary in price. 
Locally, many of the New Hampshire Liquor 
and Wine Outlets are carrying affordable 
2009 Bordeaux, though some are already out 
of stock. 

Check liquorandwineoutlets.com/ 

wine/2009_bordeaux_release for availabil- 
ity. I have not had a chance to purchase 
or try any of the 2009 Bordeaux yet, but 
stay tuned for a future column, when 
I hope to share my buying and tasting 
experiences. M

DRINK RED, WHITE AND GREEN 

Wine for food — it can be an obsession 
during this time of year when you’re look- 
ing for a few perfect bottles to pair with 
food for get-togethers big and small. This 
week, we tried two very food-friendly 
wines. 

The 2011 Charles Krug Chardonnay 

from Cameros (on sale for $14.49, regu- 
larly priced at $19.99) is a white that not 
only pairs well with food but can accom- 
pany big flavors. This bright gold-colored 
wine has aromas of buttery pastry and hints 
of floral citrus. Taste-wise, the wine is tart, 
with a bit of freshness and flavors of crisp 
apple, but also with hints of vanilla, which 
suggests some time in oak barrels. Tastes 
like Cameros, was how one of us described 
the wine — particularly the flavors of the 
fmit. A minor cooking miscalculation led 
us to open this bottle to steal 1/4 cup for a 
mustardy pork and, perhaps because there 
was a bit of this wine in the dish, the bottle 
paired well with the meal, neither over- 
powering nor disappearing to the other 
flavors in the meal. 

A good trick we’ve learned over the 
years is that when we’re looking for a wine 
to go with a meal, we seldom go wrong 
with a blend. We drank 2012 Besieged 
from Sonoma County (on sale for $14.99 
at Harvest Market in Bedford) over the 
course of a few nights with a few differ- 
ent kinds of meals — it was a takeout kind 
of week, so pizza, Chinese food and left- 
overs, if memory serves. This all-around 
solid wine went well with all of them. A 



hint as to why might be in the blend of 
grapes that went into the bottle: 35 per- 
cent Carignane, 20 percent petite sirah, 1 8 
percent zinfandel, 13 percent Mourvedre, 
9 percent Alicante Bouschet and 5 percent 
Barbara. They weren’t kidding around with 
the idea of “blend.” This mix of grapes — 
some known for big fmit flavors, some 
known for adding tannic notes — created a 
flavorful, big red. On the nose, we got the 
aroma of big, chewy fmits, like dried cher- 
ries. The wine had a bit of mouth-pucker 
and some cherry flavor as well as hints of 
a kind of dark chocolaty woodsiness. Good 
with a variety of foods. Besieged was 
enjoyable on its own as well. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank. Unless otherwise noted, 
the prices listed are what you ’ll find the bot- 
tles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet. ^

People usually buy 
their Christmas musie way ahead of 
time, which is why I’ve always felt fun- 
ny doing reviews of Christmas CDs 
nearer to the holiday, so let’s get this 
out of the way, an LP I’ve ignored in 
my inbox for nearly two years now, a 
harmonica/piano/guitar-centric j azz 
quintet futzing around with traditional 
carols. Very little depth to the production here — I might have liked a little more 
reverb, especially on Bauer’s Sesame Street-r^didy harmonica, which has its best 
soloing moments on “Winter Wonderland.” The familiar melodies don’t get lost 
in the soloing, which is what you want, of course, in things like this, so that’s a 
positive. The upright bass solos in “Christmastime is Here” and “God Rest Ye 
Merry Gentlemen” get a little draggy, but they’re obviously meant as knuckle- 
balls in this straightforward, quite listenable exercise. A Eric W Saeger 

Milosh, Jetlag (eOne Records) 

On occasions like this it’s evident 
to me that if one sticks around long 
enough, there are still lots of nice 
surprises, even in the saturated clone- 
world that passes for a scene nowadays. 
Techno-dabbler and trained cellist 
Michael Milosh (the singing half of 
L.A. indie duo Rhye) applies his ghost- 
ly-swirly falsetto to these understated 
glitch-symphonies, creating an almost 
church-choral effect. Underneath that 
is territory familiar to Winston Giles/ 
Luke Temple listeners, easy-breezy cir- 
cuit-driven mellow-outs that have as 
many psychedelic qualities as they do 1970s-chill-pop ingredients. Splicing a 
mildly caustic Haujobb resonance onto the last Orbital album would equal this 
unabashedly techie type of sound, a vibe similar to Massive Attack’s Heligo- 
land, but easier-listening. I guarantee there’s no cheese here; it’s deeply layered 
with pocked little melodies and pure-hearted chillout things, such as an emulat- 
ed Rhodes. The barren piano-scape of “Slow Down” breaks up the gentle floral 
patterns for only a few minutes, but all around that is a lush earbud dream. A+ 
— Eric W Saeger

Grand Theft

Rockstar North 

Rockstar returns to the ear-jaeking, gun 
shooting, rootin’ -tootin’ urban sandbox with 
GTA V, a broader, deeper, prettier, more var- 
ied urban erime that is hollow and flawed. 

OK, that might seem harsh. Grant- 
ed, there are many things that Grand 
Theft Auto V does exeeptionally well. 
The expansive eityseape of Los Santos (a 
thinly veiled Los Angeles) and surround- 
ing rural environs are stunning to wind 
your way though. Raeing up the highway 
to Paleto Bay, taking a sky tram to the top 
of Mount Chilead or whipping a motor- 
eyele through the nooks and erannies of 
urban Los Santos are all rewarding, beau- 
tiful explorations. The mission variety has 
broadened from previous iterations of the 
GTA formula, primarily with the addition 
of ehapter-bookending heists. 

The heists are really the eenterpieee 
of the game. The half dozen super-mis- 
sions involve a novel planning stage that 
allows you to tailor your approaeh to your 
play style. Will you kiek in the door of the 
jewelry store and seare the patrons into 
obedienee or will you steal some animal 
tranquilizers, dump them in the ventila- 
tion system and make the shoppers take a 
nap? Additionally, you ean hire differently 
skilled members of your heist team to reg- 
ulate how mueh of the take you aetually get 
to keep. This ability to eustomize your mis- 
sions adds some mueh-needed depth to the 
tiresome “Drive to Point A/Shoot Target B/ 


Return to Point C.” 

And you’re not exaetly running these 
erimes solo. GTA V makes a bold step 
forward by introdueing multiple protago- 
nists that you ean (mostly) instantly swap 
between. Though this does provide some 
intriguing taetieal options, it is best served 
in splitting the plot aeross multiple eharae- 
ters. The result is a rieh tale of violenee, 
betrayal and ambition, and I would argue 
it is the best story the GTA series has seen. 

But, for me, the engaging story, signa- 
ture heists and beautiful vistas just don’t 
eover the sore spots. Despite its stab at 
realism and enormity of loeale, GTA V 
still stieks you on pointlessly meandering 
roads to ereate the illusion of distanee. You 
are extremely fragile in a gunfight (whieh, 
while realistie, just isn’t mueh fun) and, 
though the assisted targeting ean be used 
on foot, when shooting from a vehiele you 
are foreed into manual aim — whieh is off- 
putting not for the ehallenge but for the 
abrupt differenee. 

The other eonflieting spot is the audio 
and voiee aeting around Los Santos. GTA V 
brings baek its wide array of radio stations, 
whieh have a great variety of musie as well 
as numerous talk radio segments. Sad- 
ly, though, the signature Roekstar humor 
hasn’t matured along with the series. The 
“satire” of polities, teehnology and the 
eeonomy is thin, and the tieker-tape parade 
of profanity is a poor substitute for wit. The 
more pointed “jokes,” whieh are almost 
universally at the expense of women and 
minorities, have eeased to be skewer- 
ing earieatures of raeism and sexism and 
fall limp to everyone but the troglodytes 
in the audienee. It is sad to imagine that 
this is the audienee Roekstar thinks we 
are — one mature enough to appreeiate a 
multi-threaded narrative, but stupid enough 
to treat almost every non-white, non-male 
figure as aeeeptable target for eruelty mas- 
querading as humor.

How to Fail at Almost 
Everything and Still Win 
Big: Kind of the Story of 
My Life, by Scott Adams 
(Portfolio/Penguin, 229 
pages) 

Despite having “Dilbert” 
affixed to your desk and 
refrigerator over the past 
10 years, you may know 
nothing about the eartoon- 
ist beyond his name — if 
you know even that. 

Meet Scott Adams, 
ordinary in height (5 ’8”) 
and modest in talent, if 
you believe his self-deprecatory schtick. 
Adams professes to have mediocre abili- 
ties in art, writing and humor, and believes 
extraordinary talent to be unnecessary for 
success. Top achievers need only focus and 
multiple skills, he promises in How to Fail 
at Almost Everything and Still Win Big. 

The subtitle is “Kind of the Story of My 
Life,” and it is, though Adams dribbles out 
details stingily over the course of the book. 
This is more an ode to positive thinking 
than the autobiography of a successful man. 
But vignettes of personal failure combine 
with no-way-did-that-really-happen stories 
of luck to produce a compelling and emi- 
nently readable story that proves nice guys 
can finish rich. 

Adams grew up in Windham, N.Y. — 
population less than 2,000. He’s not a fan. 
He blew out of there fresh out of college, 
vowing to never again live where it snows. 
But it wasn’t just the weather; it was the 
lack of ambition in the town. His father 
worked for the postal service and encour- 
aged his children to do so, too. His mother, 
who sold real estate and then worked a 
minimum-wage assembly-line job to help 
put her kids through college, encouraged 
Adams to become a lawyer. 

The boy, who had at age 6 told his par- 
ents he would one day become a famous 
cartoonist, therefore enrolled in Hartwick 


College and planned to 
become first a banker, then 
a CEO. Thus began a mind- 
numbingly white-collar 
life that provided Adams 
ample fodder for nearly 20 
years of “Dilbert.” 

So how did Adams 
climb down the corpo- 
rate ladder and become 
a wildly successful car- 
toonist? He said he would. 
Literally. 

Adams is a practitioner 
of “affirmations” — the 
repetition of a thoughtfully 
crafted mantra designed to excavate one’s 
central goals and, possibly, summon the 
universe’s help in achieving them. Adams 
has written about this in the past, to crit- 
icism that he promotes magical thinking, 
and sensitive to that charge, he addresses 
it up front. 

“... I have experienced several events 
in my life that are indistinguishable from 
magic in the same way that a caveman 
might perceive your phone as magic. My 
point then and now is you don’t need to 
know why something works to take advan- 
tage of it. A caveman could successfully 
use a phone, assuming someone taught him 
how, while continuing to believe its inner 
workings were based on magic. His faulty 
perceptions would have no impact on the 
usefulness of the phone, at least until it 
broke and he started praying to it.” 

Adams doesn’t believe, then, that mag- 
ic, or presumably God, had anything to 
do with the fact that he scored in the 94th 
percentile on his GMAT, after doing affir- 
mations and visualizations that he would 
score precisely that. Or that magic or God 
created “Dilbert” after he started writing “I, 
Scott Adams, will be a famous cartoonist” 
1 5 times a day. In fact, he devotes a chap- 
ter to explaining the rational, non-magical 
reasons that affirmations might work. But 
he concludes that the results of affirmations 


“appear to be borderline miraculous.” 

But so is the result of logic, the observa- 
tion of patterns, and math. Also, exercise. 
Adams is into all of these, and a large part 
of his system for success is programming 
— programming the body for optimal ener- 
gy, while programming the mind for zestful 
creation. Successful people, he says, share 
three traits: They do not fear embarrass- 
ment (this can be learned, he assures), they 
obtain appropriate education, and they 
exercise. 

“Do you know what the unemploy- 
ment rate is for engineers?” he writes. “It 
is nearly zero. Do you know how many 
engineers like their jobs? Most of them 
do, despite what you read in Dilbert com- 
ics. And the ones who are unhappy with 
work can change jobs fairly easily. Gen- 
erally speaking, the people who have the 
right kind of education have almost no risk 
of unemployment.” 

So why is he telling us all this, instead of 
batting balls on his backyard tennis court (a 
luxury for which he, in classic Adams-ese, 
apologizes)? 

Adams believes few people encounter 
people who are truly successful. (We are 
reminded of the poor, ambitionless peo- 
ple of Windham, N.Y., here, and wonder 
if Adams remains on good terms with his 
parents.) Since most people have no smart 
friends to give advice, he deputizes himself 
to be that friend. The book is dedicated to 
“the seekers.” 

But it comes with warnings. “Insanity is 
always a reasonable diagnosis when you’re 
dealing with writers and artists,” Adams 
says. And, “if you’ve ever taken advice 
from a cartoonist, there’s a good chance it 
didn’t end well.” This is the guy, after all, 
who invented the “Dilberito,” not coming 
soon to a grocer near you. Get your Mex- 
ican food elsewhere, but go to Adams for 
inspiration, advice and humor. This book is 
a satisfying roll-up of acumen, and easy to 
digest. A — Jennifer Graham A

The Road by Cormac McCarthy 
(2006, Knopf) 

In the most hopeless setting imaginable 
— post-apoealypse, no food, essentially 
no life or vegetation, a barren, peril-laden 
landseape, along with the eonstant threat of 
the few remaining humans in seareh of a 
meal — Cormae MeCarthy paints a beauti- 
ful, heart-wrenching and even hopeful tale 
of the relationship between a father and 
son. The unnamed pair, with no apparent 
practical reason in mind, are following “the 
road” to the sea. 

I wish I’d read this book before I had my 
own son. The duo’s harsh reality and ten- 
der relationship was too much at times, like 
during the scene where “Papa” hands his 
son a gun and instructs him to shoot him- 
self if he’s found, lest he risk being taken 
by others. I found myself, many times, 
having to put the book down to get my 
own bearings — parents won’t be able to 
help putting themselves into the middle of 
this one. 

The boy, who is probably 8 to 10 years 
old, was bom during the unnamed apoc- 


alypse. The pair, 
pushing their 
shopping cart of 
supplies with a 
revolver always at 
the ready, are con- 
stantly in search of 
food and safety. A 
particularly touch- 
ing scene unfolds 
when Papa finds a 
lone can of Coca 
Cola in a ravaged store and hands it to his 
son, who has never tried such a treat. 

In the midst of this bleak outlook, 
McCarthy’s writing shines. Those famil- 
iar with McCarthy’s works know many of 
his novels involve a sort of bizarre, often 
graphic violence, coupled with stunning 
imagery. The Road is no different. As most 
of McCarthy’s books do, it reads fairly 
quickly, but it begs you to pause and slow- 
ly take in the descriptive imagery, even if 
the picture it paints isn’t particularly pleas- 
ant or uplifting. 

The Road won the 2006 Pulitzer Prize 
for Literature and was made into a motion 
picture in 2009 — as such, it probably 
doesn’t need me to sign off on it. This book 
is an emotional undertaking, but one well 
worth taking on. — Jeff Mucciarone

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Chickens and glass slippers 

Jan Brett’s latest book with a poultry twist

If Cinderella were a ehieken, she’d be 
a Silver Phoenix. Her bossy stepmother 
would be a fat white hen, and the hand- 
some prinee would be a dashing eoekerel 
with long, emerald green tail feathers. 
They’d wear lovely, elaborate elothes 
with bows, gems and gold trim, and 
instead of horses, geese would pull the 
pumpkin-turned- sleigh to the ball. 

At least, that’s how it is in New York 
Times bestselling author Jan Brett’s 
new fairy tale spin. Cinders: A Chicken 
Cinderella. 

The birds she illustrated in the book are 
distinet and identifiable: they’re inspired 
by her own ehiekens, whieh she eares 
for in her baekyard. The ballgowns the 
ehiekens wear eontain elaborate detail, 
and the iey arehiteeture that sets the sto- 
ry is pristine. 

The entire pieture book eontains an 
1 8th-eentury Russian air, whieh shouldn’t 
be all too surprising for readers who 
know Brett’s work. Travel and wildlife 
do, after all, inspire most of it, and this 
book is no exeeption. Brett and her hus- 
band, Joe, traveled to Russia a year and a 
half ago for researeh. 

“Our visit was during the white night,” 
she said in a phone interview. “It was 
when the days were very, very long. 
There wasn’t snow — I had to make that 
up in the story.” She read books, visited 
museums, ate Russian food and saw these

1 8th-century gowns in person at the Rus- 
sian Museum of Ethnography. 

Readers and fans ean meet Brett dur- 
ing her visit in Milford on Monday, Nov. 
25, from 4 to 6 p.m. She’ll bring the birds 
that inspired her book’s leading lady and 
fairy godmother. 

Brett loves drawing most animals. She 
grew up around them: when she was a 
kid, her family had a horse, guinea pigs, 
donkeys and ehiekens within the grounds 
of their Boston suburb home. For anoth- 
er reeent book, Mossey, Brett and her 
husband installed a turtle pond in their 
baekyard. 

“It’s been a tradition in storytelling, to 
use animals as surrogates of people. It’s a 
great way to deseribe a eharaeter, to put it 
in animal form,” she said. 

(One of the few animals she has yet 
to draw and would like to, she said, is 
the elephant. “I eould never figure them 
out,” she said. “They’re not like hors- 
es or dogs. They have a different kind of 
personality.”) 

Brett loves drawing ehiekens espe- 
eially, beeause of their expressive body 
language. 

“That’s why I got ehiekens in the first 
plaee: I was so inspired by their behav- 
ior,” Brett said. 

This isn’t her first ehildren’s book star- 
ring ehiekens — Daisy Comes Home, 
Gingerbread Baby and Hedgie s Sur- 
prise all showease these plump, feathery 
birds. Cinders: A Chicken Cinderella, 
however, eomes after about 15 years of 
observation. 

“Chiekens have very unusual body lan- 
guage. They’re domestieally bred to reaet 
to humans, and they’re pretty friendly to 
people,” she said. 

Their body language is elear and full of 
purpose, she said. For example, when a 
young male ehieken sees a pretty female 
bird, he’ll puff out his ehest, throw 
his head baek and “pranee around” his 
desired love interest, Brett said. The baby 
ehieks, on the other hand, are often slight- 
ly naughty and eurious. When ehiekens 
are angry, she said, they’ll peek at you. 

The idea for the book, aeeording to the 
book jaeket, eame about during a eon- 
versation with her editor. One day, they 
were talking about her editor’s neigh- 
bor’s ehiekens. 

“She was telling me how one, a beau- 
tiful Coehin, was being pieked on by two 
bossy hens. We looked at eaeh other and 
said aloud, ‘Cinderella!’” Brett wrote. 

“I love going baek to traditional stories 
and tales, while adding a ehieken here 
and there.” M

Chris Hemsworth and his abs must 
fight to keep Borg-knockoffs with elf 
ears from destroying the universe in 
Thor: The Dark World, a movie that, 
I guess, lives up to the standards of 
its Thor predecessor. 

I described its predecessor as “eh” and 
gave it a C+, so that’s not saying much, but 
what do you really expect from a B-plot 
Marvel-movie franchise? 

Thor (Hemsworth) is back in the nine 
realms — one of which is his home world, 
Asgard — fighting the good fight to restore 
order after something or other that had to 
do with either the end of The Avengers or 
the last Thor movie, I couldn’t really tell 
you because there is a lot of mythology 
happening here. Because of this inter- world 
peace-keeping, he hasn’t had much time to 
visit Jane (Natalie Portman), so she’s try- 
ing to get on with her life. But when Darcy 
(Kat Dennings) discovers that their Official 
Science Equipment-omonitors are beeping, 
Jane tries to discover what all the geo- elec- 
tro- MacGuffinotic disturbances mean. 
Also, she’s hoping Mr. Abs will show up 
and they can do some smooching. 

Buried in a whole lot of what might be 
called Marvel chatter, the plot boils down 
to this: Thor has to take Jane back to his 
home world — and meet his parents Odin 
(Anthony Hopkins) and Frigga (Rene Rus- 
so)! — because she has been infected with 
Aether, a thing that a group called the Dark 
Elves (who look a lot like Borg with Spock 
ears) plans to use to plunge the whole uni- 
verse into permanent darkness. Thor’s first 
plan to deal with the Aether and the Borg 
Elves leads to much death and destruc- 
tion in Asgard, leading to a “plan b” that 
involves Loki (Tom Hiddleston), Thor’s 
much more interesting adopted brother 
who is now in Asgardian jail on account 
of destroying New York City — but not 
the new schawarma restaurant — in The 
Avengers. 

There is a lot of “in The Avengers” or 
“you’ll remember from the first Thor” type 
stuff in this movie. Dark World feels, at 
times, like an episode of Marvel’s Agents 


of S.H.LE.L.D. but with less compelling 
writing and characters. Thor, the guy, is 
a lovely bit of eye candy. And Thor, the 
sequel, seems like an excellent employ- 
ment project for graphics arts types, judged 
by the credits, which, yes, I sat through 
to see yet another post-credits, next-mov- 
ie teaser. (It features Benicio del Torro as 
The Collector, a character slated to appear, 
if Wikipedia can be believed, in something 
called Guardians of the Galaxy, the very 
name of which is exhausting me already 
even though the movie isn’t scheduled for 
theaters until August of next year.) There 
is a lot of work involved in this movie, a 
lot of remembering and rule-learning for 
not a whole lot of reward. There’s nothing 
all that compelling about Thor himself, abs 
aside, and Hemsworth has, like, negative 
chemistry with Portman — they don’t just 
repel, they create a black hole in the movie 
into which whatever charm the characters 
have individually starts to disappear. And, 
at a few points, the CGI — which is kind of 
the foundation for a movie that takes place 
mostly not on Earth — looked like maybe a 
few more graphics artists should have been 
hired. 

Here’s what Thor: The Dark World has 
going for it: 

• Tom Hiddleston. I don’t recall feeling 
all “well hello, trickster god” in previous 
movies, but he is by far the most watchable 


character here, one who has chemistry with 
everyone and everything he encounters. 

• Idris Elba. Under-used, but briefly 
offers hope that something interesting is 
about to happen. 

• Kat Dennings. The movie has even less 
use for her than it does for Elba and yet 
clearly writers and directors like her and the 
sarcastic-girl energy she brings. 

The movie where Darcy and Loki have 
to work together to stop CGI from destroy- 
ing Idris Elba — now there’s ridiculousness 
worth two hours of my life. Thor: The Dark 
World feels more like a really detailed DVD 
extra for serious fans only. C+ 

Rated PG-13 for sequences of intense 
sci-fi action and violence, and some 
suggestive content. Directed by Alan Taylor 
with a screenplay by Christopher Yost and 
Christopher Markus & Stephen McFeely, 
Thor: The Dark World is two hours long 
and released by Marvel Studios. 

About Time (R) 

A young man learns he has the 
ability to time-travel within his own 
life and uses it to find love in About 
Time, a good — no, really — roman- 
tic comedy. 

On New Year’s Day during his 21st 
year, Tim (Domhnall Gleeson) is told by 
his father (Bill Nighy) that he, like all the 
men in their family, has the ability to trav- 
el in time. If he goes into a dark place (like 


a closet or a cupboard or, in a pinch, a bath- 
room stall) and clenches his fists and thinks 
of a moment in his life, he will find him- 
self back there. Tim tries it and uses it, on 
the first pass, to fix New Year’s Eve — he 
avoids knocking over a table, he kisses a 
girl rather than shaking her hand. 

When his sister Kit Kat (Lydia Wilson) 
invites her friend Charlotte (Margot Rob- 
bie) to stay at the family’s seaside house 
for the summer, Tim uses his abilities to 
attempt to win her over. Later, when he 
heads to London, he uses his abilities to 
help Harry (Tom Hollander), the angry 
playwright his father has found him a room 
with. But Tim learns that time travel has 
consequences. By going back in time to 
save Harry’s production on opening night, 
Tim doesn’t meet Mary (Rachel McAd- 
ams), the girl he started chatting with at a 
dine-in-the-dark restaurant. When he fig- 
ures out a way to bump into her weeks after 
their initial never-happened meeting, he 
finds she has a new boyfriend So Tim finds 
out when they first met and goes back in 
time to preempt it. 

First night together, marriage pro- 
posal — Tim uses his powers to get his 
relationship with Mary just right. But as 
time passes, there are, he learns, limits to 
what he can change. Though his family’s 
abilities have yet to end all life as we know 
it, changing little facts of one’s own life 
can cause ripples that lead Tim to discov- 
er, after returning from one trip to the past, 
that sometimes the price for fixing mistakes 
is too high. 

There is no Shakespearean plot of trickery 
and mistaken identity that fuels this story. 
In fact, you could make an argument that 
the central relationship of the movie isn’t 
even Tim and Mary — the relationship that 
really powers the character development is 
the relationship between Tim and his father, 
who is sweet and chummy in the way the 
fantasy parent would be when you’re an 
adult. This is that kind of movie — every- 
thing is beautiful in a rumpled sort of way, 
from Tim’s family’s home to Mary’s lumpy 
sweaters. Everyone is, at heart, good and 
kind. All the personality quirks are charm- 
ing. The love bubble includes not just Tim

A math student uncov- 
ers secrets about an online 
gambling business. C- 
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About Time 


and Mary but Tim’s parents (including his 
mother, played by Lindsay Duncan), his 
oddball uncle Desmond (Richard Gordey), 
the pixie-ish Kit Kat and more or less every 
character except one jerky boyfriend. With 
her glasses, her messy hair and her job at 
a publishing house, Mary is, in her stud- 
ied smartypants prettiness, almost a parody 
of this kind of role. Particularly since it’s 
McAdams {The Vow, The Time Traveler s 
Wife, Wedding Crashers and, of course. 
The Notebook) playing her, Mary feels like 
a character thought up by Dr. Mindy Lahi- 
ri (Mindy Kaling’s rom-com-worshipping 
character on The Mindy Project). 

But, if you’re going to watch a mov- 
ie this cutesy, if you’re going to indulge 
in rom-com-ery and all its conventions, if 
you’re going to eat the pink cupcake, you 
might as well indulge in this. About Time 
succeeds at all the things it’s trying to do: 
The relationship between Tim and Mary is 
charming, you do see the beauty in ordi- 
nary things and even the most crusted over, 
rom-com-averse cynic will feel feelings. 

About Time has a good pedigree. Writ- 
er/director Richard Curtis wrote and 
directed Love Actually and wrote Four 
Weddings and a Funeral, the good Bridg- 
et Jones movie (and the crappy one but, 
hey, nobody’s perfect) and War Horse — 
all movies that demonstrate an ability to 
work in realms of earnest emotion with- 
out sliding into complete syrupiness. And 
perhaps because of Curtis’ very long resu- 
me of broad comedy work, he also nails 
enough jokes to keep you from overdosing 
on cutesiness. B

12 Years a Slave (R) 

A free man in 1840s New York 
State is kidnapped and sold into 
slavery in 12 Years a Slave, a dif- 
ficult but well-made movie based on 
the true story of Solomon Northup. 

Solomon Northup (Chiwetel Ejifor 


— get used to seeing the words “Oscar 
nominated” in front of his name) is a 
free black man who lives with his fami- 
ly — wife Anne (Kelsey Scott), daughter 
Margaret (Quvenzhane Wallis) and son 
Alonzo (Cameron Zeigler) — in Sarato- 
ga Springs, New York. Anne and the kids 
leave for a nearly month-long job where 
Anne will work as a cook. Solomon, a 
musician, is introduced by a friend to 
two men (Taran Killam, Christopher Ber- 
ry) who offer him a two-week stint with 
a traveling circus. Seeing a chance to 
bring in some money without having to 
take even more time away from his fami- 
ly, Solomon agrees to travel with the men 
to Washington, D.C. (where, according to 
Wikipedia, slavery was at the time legal). 
They take him out to eat and give him 
wine — wine that we suspect has been 
laced with something. Solomon passes 
out, and when he wakes up he’s in chains. 
Men come into the prison where he’s 
being held and, despite his protestations 
about his true identity and legal status, tell 
him that he is a runaway slave from Geor- 
gia named Platt. (And, to drive the point 
home, they beat him.) 

Solomon and others at the prison (an 
illegal holding cell in Washington where 
similarly kidnapped and deceived people 
are held captive) are eventually taken to 
a ship bound, they guess, for Louisiana. 
Solomon joins some of the men (Michael 
K. Williams, Chris Chalk) on the ship 
discussing possible ways out — fight- 
ing, waiting for help — and where they 
might be going. When they reach Loui- 
siana, a slave trader (Paul Giamatti) sells 
those who have lived through the journey. 
Solomon ends up with a man named Ford 
(Benedict Cumberbatch), a man he thinks 
might be a decent person on some lev- 
el. Solomon helps Ford — suggesting an 
easier way to move timber, for example — 
gaining some measure of his respect. But 
one of Ford’s white employees, Tibeats 
(Paul Dano), is clearly threatened by the 
smarter, more articulate Solomon. During 
a confrontation, Tibeats attacks Solomon,

who fights back, leading Tibeats to call 
on other men to help him nearly lynch 
Solomon. Ford and his overseer prevent 
Solomon from being murdered, but Ford 
says for his own (and Solomon’s) safety, 
he’ll have to go. 

This leads Ford to be sold to a psycho- 
path named Epps (Michael Fassbender). 
Regularly torturing his slaves in a way 
that calls to mind ghoulish stories about 
how Nazis tortured their prisoners — in 
one scene, Epps wakes everyone in the 
middle of the night and makes them dance 
to music played by Solomon — Epps 
seems to pay special attention to tortur- 
ing Solomon from the beginning of his 
time at Epps’ plantation. Solomon is also 
witness to Epps’ obsession with and tor- 
ture of Patsey (Lupita Nyong’o), a young 
woman also owned by/imprisoned by 
Epps. Somewhere in the middle of this 
is Epps’ wife (Sarah Paulson), a woman 
who responds to her husband’s cruelty to 
her and others by being just as crazy and 
cruel. 

Slavery is bad — you know that, I know 
that, we talked about it in school. 12 Years 
a Slave doesn’t present you with brand 
new information about the horrors of slav- 
ery. What it does is extend and deepen our 
knowledge — giving color and texture to 
the “horrible.” It gives us the details that 
make this part of U.S. history feel more 
like an open wound than just a bad thing 
that happened centuries ago. We know 
that families were separated; here, we see 
and feel the suffering of Eliza (Adepero 
Oduye), a woman sold to Ford at the same 
time Solomon is and whose children are 
sold to other people. Stop for a moment 
and consider what that would mean to 
you. Later, Eliza is shown weeping for 
hours on end. The humanity of that brings 
some horrible perspective to the cold his- 
torical facts. 

12 Years a Slave also demonstrates how 
thoroughly slavery infected the rest of 
society. Slavery turned an entire region 
into sociopaths, a fact the movie chillingly 
demonstrates. Even “nice” slave owners 
said and did horrible, appalling things —

Looking to free up some 
space on my phone, I 
recently got rid of my 
music library. The problem 
this created: where to find 
music that can move with 
me from room to room as 
I’m doing chores? There 
are oodles of Internet and 
local radio streams available, 
but one of my favorites has become 
Radio BDC (which stands for Boston, 
com). Still mourning the loss of WFNX, 
the alternative station that went under 
more than a year ago?

Ford’s wife gently offers Eliza food and 
says that after a good meal and a bit of rest 
her “children will soon be forgotten.” And 
then there’s the country itself, which had 
to, for nearly 100 years, contort its laws 
and morality to allow slavery even though 
its founding document talked about the 
self-evident truth that all men are creat- 
ed equal. 

12 Years a Slave is a damning bit of 
history presented — mostly — with spare- 
ness and restraint. That is, the movie lays 
out the horribleness but refrains from 
underlining it in a way that would put, 
say, rape scenes or other violence behind 
a layer of dramatic artsiness that would 
remove us from it. The horror stays right 
there, in front of you, where you can see 
it clearly and feel the awfulness and injus- 
tice of it. 

And, admittedly, that’s a lot for a night 
out at the theater. But 12 Years a Slave 
is worth feeling uncomfortable for. It is 
well done, it earns all the things it makes 
you feel. No moments feel false, nothing 
feels cheap. And all the performances — 
from the howling craziness of Fassbender 
to the despair of Nyong’o and smaller 
roles by the likes of Brad Pitt and Alfre 
Woodard — are, at the very least, good, 
solid, grown-up performances by people 
who clearly understand the gravity of the 
movie but don’t give in to showy serious- 
ness. It says something that in a movie 
full of performances that range from B+ 
to excellent, Chiwetel Ejifor still stands 
out as doing something that is a cut above. 
Solomon is not just a character whom 
stuff happens to; he is a fully realized per- 
son who reacts (as any of us would) with 
a variety of emotions and ways of coping 
with his situation. 

12 Years a Slave is the rare movie that 
deserves its hype. A

deSol breaks hiatus to play Concert for the Cause

Though they hail from the scene that 
produced Bruce Springsteen, the mem- 
bers of deSol have a strong affinity for New 
England. 

“We love it there,” said front man Albie 
Monterrosa in a recent phone interview. 
“Asbury Park is our first home, but we feel 
the same way about Asbury as we do about 
New England.” 

“Karma,” the 2005 debut single from 
the rock band with a Spanish soul, gar- 
nered radio airplay and great fan response. 
“People were supportive of the band and 
what we stood for,” recalled Monterrosa. 
“Countless people have helped us up there. 
. . . New Hampshire is a hidden gem.” 

So if anything can coax deSol out of a 
three-year hiatus, it’s an appearance at 
the annual Concert for the Cause bene- 
fit for Child and Family Services of New 
Hampshire. 

“We’ve worked with them in the past, 
bro, and to us it’s so important,” said Mon- 
terrosa. “They’ve treated us great and we 
stand behind the cause. We’re all about it.” 

The band’s music has been called “rock 
with a Spanish soul.” Monterrosa grew 
up with classic rock instincts, moving to 
the New Jersey suburbs as a teenager and 
eschewing the ethnic stew of Queens, 
where he was born. His first instrument was 
the piano, and in high school he listened to 
Billy Joel, Elton John and singer songwrit- 
ers like Jackson Browne and Paul Simon. 

But a self-described “awakening” 
around 2000 caused him to follow his roots, 
inspired by Spanish performers like Ruben 
Blades and star-crossed salsa singer Hector 
Lavoe. 

“I said, ‘You know, this is who I am, so 
why not put it into the music?’ So I start-

ed playing my parents’ music,” he said with 
a laugh. “But I grew up listening to John 
Lennon and Bob Marley ... people who 
had a voice for society, for love, for the real 
things in this human existence.” 

Out of that balance, deSol was born. 

A 2001 independent album got them a 
major label deal. The band spent most of 
the decade touring, playing from 200 to 
250 shows a year. Eventually, the rigors of 
the road wore them down, but they haven’t 
lost a step at their recent gigs, according to 
Monterrosa. 

“The camaraderie is there,” he said. “We 
have a history that is of friendship, starting 
something together and dreaming of it and 
allowing it to happen in our lives and mov- 
ing toward it.” 

There were plenty of highs, and Mon- 
terrosa remembers one with particular 
fondness. 

“We were playing in Seaside Heights 
at a club that no longer exists — Sandy 
knocked it out. There were around 150 peo- 
ple. Then we fly off to Mexico City to play 
with REM at Palacio de los Deportes and 
it’s a big deal. The press is there, and there 


are 27,000 people. I remember hearing for 
the first time the way the audience sound- 
ed. There’s something about when you hear 
the applause from the stage; it sounds like a 
crescendo, a dynamic lift, because you hear 
it from the front row all the way to the top 
seats.” 

From the early, hungry gigs in Asbury 
Park, saving up to make the first record, to 
globetrotting tours and playing for troops in 
the Middle East, it’s been a band-of-broth- 
ers existence for the group. 

“I don’t think people really understand 
how special it is to ... stick together like 
that,” said Monterrosa. “Then to take a hia- 
tus — not everybody wanted to, but life 
was happening and we were missing life at 
home. Now we’re back on stage, and it’s 
just picking up where you left off.”

Party power trio 

Capital Zen brings a danceable groove to Penuche’s

The refreshing infusion of original live 
music into downtown Manchester contin- 
ues as Capital Zen appears at Penuche’s 
on Friday, Nov. 22. Hailing from Glens 
Falls, N.Y., the three-man band is decided- 
ly larger than the sum of its parts, a power 
trio laying down a solid, danceable groove 


built with no more than guitar, bass, drums 
and plenty of soulful sweat. 

The trio’s music is a melange of funk, 
rock and soul that’s hard to pin down, said 
Tony Leo, who began playing bass with 
Capital Zen in 2009. They’re inspired by 
bands like Red Hot Chili Peppers and Mis- 
ter Bungle, but they can put some serious 
stank on tunes like the Bee Gees’ “Jive 
Talkin’.” 


The festival circuit loves them. Lucid, 
a Plattsburgh band that hosts the annual 
Backwoods Pondfest, practically adopted 
them early on. 

“They took us under their wing and 
brought us out to play their shindigs,” 
Leo said in a recent phone interview. “But 
we’re not really a jam band or an electroni- 
ca thing. We’re stuck in that ’90s music era 
and we’re still eclectic.”

Leo plays a six-string bass, a hybrid of 
jazz master and George Clinton diseiple, 
while Rye Wylie keeps a steady rhythm on 
drums and Terry Scoville punctuates it all 
with fiery guitar licks and fine lead sing- 
ing. All three, however, are vocalists. 

“We really are an urban contemporary 
band . . . it’s a broad genre,” said Leo. “We 
are first and foremost a rock and roll band. 
Sometimes it’s funky and sometimes it’s 
epic. We try not to think about it too much, 
we just go out and do it. We’re a party pow- 
er trio.” 

Capital Zen has released three albums 
of original songs, with a live EP due on 
Thanksgiving Eve. A self-titled record 
released in 2012 included a keyboard 
player, but the group is comfortable as 
three-piece. Though they tend to play few- 
er covers that way, it’s not a big deal, said 
Leo. 

“A lot of bands don’t have as much mate-

rial, so it’s more crucial to learn covers, but 
when we were playing them, people would 
ask for originals. We still do pull them 
out — old Chili Peppers, Edgar Winter’s 
“Frankenstein” — but lately we have not 
been drawn too much to do covers.” 

This is the band’s second trip to Penu- 
che’s. Jordan Paul, whose Jig’s Music 
promotion company has brought interest- 
ing bands like Aqueous, Cougar Bait and 
Cosmic Dust Bunnies to the Hanover Street 
nightclub, recruited them. Area music fans 
are responding well, too — a Halloween 
night performance at Penuche’s by elec- 
tronica stalwarts The Homitz was packed. 

Leo’s glad to know that Manchester is 
welcoming original artists. “All three of 
us play covers on the side for tenfold the 
money you make playing your own music 
— that’s what you have to do in order to 
create your own art,” he said. “But a lot of 
these bands that are out there are great. It’s 
hard to get their music unless you go to a 
show and pick up the disc or listen to live 
archive stuff, or download what you can. 
Things are a lot more accessible to people 
now thanks to the grass roots.” 

Like the music scene around their 
upstate New York home, success depends 
on community among performers and 
commitment on the part of music fans. 

“I think people are more open-minded. 

. . . Every weekend here, it’s always some- 
thing different. Two acts playing together 
that are completely night and day. There’s 
so much variety everywhere, but we’re all 
in it together and everyone realizes it. ... 
We’re all great in our own right.” M

SIGNS OF LIFE 


All quotes are from The Students Ele- 
ments of Geology, by Sir Charles Lyell,

Worth the commute 

Downtown London residences are 
known to be staggeringly expensive, but 
media blogger Sam Cookney calculated in 
October just how much. Cookney said he 
can live in an upscale apartment in Bar- 
celona, Spain, and commute almost every 
workday to London (700 miles away) for 
less money than a modest central London 
rental. (Sixteen commuter days over four 
weeks a month would run, in pound-dollar 
equivalents: $2,420 for a West Hamp- 
stead rental, $121 council tax, and $188 
transit travel card, totaling $2,730. Barce- 
lona, in euro-dollar equivalents: $938 for 
a three-bedroom flat with three balconies 
near transit, no tax, $47 daily round-trip 
on Ryanair, $32 a day in airport transpor- 
tation, totaling $2,202 — a savings of $528 
a month.) Plus, he said, sunny Barcelona is 
on the Mediterranean. (On the other hand, 
Cookney luckily can work on the plane, for 
each flight is two hours long.) 

Can't Possibly Be True 

• Lawyers for Radu Dogaru, who is on 
trial in Romania for stealing masterpiec- 
es last year from the Kunsthal museum 
in Rotterdam, Netherlands, said the heist 
was also the museum’s fault for having 
such unimaginably lax security and that 
if the museum did not admit that, Doga- 
ru would sue. Museum officials said they 
had tracked some of the works to Dogaru’s 
mother, who is claiming ignorance, and the 
son’s lawyers hope to discount any insur- 
ance-company judgments against her by 
spreading the blame. 

• The online retailer Amazon.com main- 
tains a side business of operating massive 
Internet-capacity “cloud” farms and con- 
tracts out space to some of the world’s 
largest entities, including U.S. govern- 
ment agencies. In a case brought to light 
in October by a U.S. Court of Claims rul- 
ing, Amazon had won its bid against IBM 
for a cloud contract with the CIA, but had 
gone a step further by actually improving 
the CIA’s system and implementing a bet- 
ter plan. In the bizarre world of government 
contracts, that created a “fairness” problem, 
as IBM argued that its rights were violated 
because the specified contract work was no 
longer exactly what was being done (i.e., 
the client’s work was being done better). 
IBM lodged a time-consuming protest, but 
later dropped the suit. 

• Update: Perhaps thousands of Baghdad 
residents have been killed by bomb cou- 
riers who had passed through supposedly 
secure checkpoints that were “equipped” 
with useless ADE-651 bomb “detectors,” 
but the devices were surely to be histo- 
ry following the April fraud conviction of 
the British scam artist who made $75 mil- 
lion selling them. (American officials had 


warned Iraqis for years that the ADE-651 
was basically a novelty golf-ball finder.) 
However, despite the debunking evidence 
brought out at trial, Iraqi police continue to 
use them, according to an October dispatch 
in London’s The Independent, with the 
September death toll at nearly 1,000 from 
bombers who passed through checkpoints, 
past silent ADE-651 s. Even Prime Minister 
al-Maliki vouches that the ADE works “up 
to 60 percent” of the time. 

Unclear on the concept 

• In September, San Diego Superi- 
or Court Judge Patricia Cookson, perhaps 
sensing an autumnal whiff of romance in 
the courthouse, agreed to perform the wed- 
ding ceremony, in her courtroom, of Mr. 
Danne Desbrow and his fiancee. Desti- 
ny — and even to serve the lucky couple 
homemade cake afterward. However, 
Judge Cookson did all of this immediately 
after sentencing Desbrow to a 5 3 -year- to- 
life term for first-degree murder and for 
threatening a witness. 

• Many parents long for armed protection 
for their kids at school, but a few parents at 
Entz Elementary in Mesa, Ariz., have the 
opposite concern, demanding that local cop 
(and parent) Scott Urkov not wear his ser- 
vice weapon, or uniform, when he drops his 
child off in the morning. The principal sid- 
ed with the complaining parents (although 
at least one mother defended Urkov, albe- 
it defining the issue primarily as “his right” 
to be in uniform as he heads off to work). 

• The U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development has been delay- 
ing a decision for months about whether 
to punish the Apache ASL Trails housing 


complex in Tempe, Ariz., for the sin of 
renting 85 percent of its units to the hear- 
ing-impaired — for whom the facility was 
actually designed (equipped with com- 
fort and safety features to serve the deaf). 
However, HUD has threatened to withhold 
federal funding because Apache is sus- 
pected of illegally discriminating against 
the non-hearing-impaired (who under 
guidelines should, HUD believes, occu- 
py three-fourths of Apache’s units). State 
officials and Arizona’s congressional del- 
egation have voiced pride in Apache’s 
mission, but the HUD secretary’s indeci- 
siveness has left Apache tenants in limbo, 
according to a September Arizona Repub- 
lic report. 

People with Issues 

Matched Pair: Prominent Los Angeles 
cosmetic surgeon David Matlock is himself 
a finely chiseled specimen of muscle and 
zero body fat, but he said that when patient 
“Veronica” came to him in 2007 for “vag- 
inal rejuvenation” surgery, he instantly fell 
in love despite her somewhat-pudgy fig- 
ure. He proposed marriage, she accepted, 
and with her consent. Dr. Matlock set out
